wherein there haue beene moft excel- 
lentand exquifite followers of them, 
as Muniters, Mercators, Thewets , Belo- 
wies, Ortelzes, Villamonts, & many moe, 
thatby the light and good meanes of 
thofe their Predeceffors , haue run be- 
yonde them many degrees, and difco- 
uered fuch New worlds as were never 
knowne to our Fathers & Forefathers;

that you cannot choofe but bee of the 
opinion of _4zacharfis that Noble 
Philofopher,who beeing demaunded 
whether Number wasthe greater,that 
of the dead or that of the Liuing, did 
redemaund againe. Jz which Namber 
do you recken thofe that tranell onthe Sea? 


vpon the Sea are in fo great danger of 
death , tharthey doo continually.dye 


liuing, and liue dying.. And therefore: 


well fayd Bias (one of the feuen Sages) 
that Saylers uppon the Sea were alwayes 
within twoynches of their death: Se trueit 
is,which the Latyn Lyrike Poet writeth, 
That Man hada Hart of Oke and was fen- 
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ced with atriple Corflet of Braffe , thet fir 
adwentured to commit a flender Boat to the 
raging Sea. A Type and Patterne of 
all which miferies , together with the 
cunningand skiifull Arc of Nanigation 
is comprifed in this Folume which wee 
haue in hand, being amott perfea@ de- 
{cription of the Eafand Weft Indies , or 
(as they are commonly called) the 
Portugalland Spanifh Indies : A Worke 
afluredly very profitable,and commo- 
dious forall {uch as are defirous & cy- 
rious louers of Nouelties. 

Of thefe Zedies, though notin di- 
ftinguifhed tearmes of Eaf and ref, 
fundry Aifferiographers and Authors of 
the old /Wor/d haue made an honoura. 
ble Mention, & left an exceeding-com- 
mendation thereof,for the wonderful} 
and rare matters, that were difcouered 
by thefeuerall Trauels & Nauigation 
of diuers famous Captains : as namely, 
Alexander the great, Seleucus, Antiochus, 
Patrocles,and Oneficritzs,who had been 
allin the faide Indies , infomuchas one 
of them held them tobe the Third pars 
of all the Land that is inhabited; in re.

Ie 
likewifeyeeldéth Siluer, and hath manie 
Riuers,beautifull Fountaines, and diuers 
Hauens,whether many Sarajfias & Mores 
doe bring their Marchandife, as clothes 
of gold & Siluer,Linnen made of cotton, 
wooll,and {uch like,) 

From . Laurenfoto Moffambique, 
{which lteth from the firme land sf Das Co- 
rentes 120.Imtfles,and fs ai Gland of 22 0, 
miles lone, firetching north ¢ fouth , andin 
breadth 70, miles , beginning fram the art 


point, ontill pou come at the cape tit 26, Be

agin Moflambique. Porke ts there a ve- 
rp coftly vith, and excellent fatre and fivete 
flefh, aid as bp erperience it is found, tt farre 
furpateth all other fet: fo that the ficke are 
forbidden to cate arp kinde of fleth but onelp 
poke, becaule of the excellencp thereof. 


Offambique fignifieth two places, one 
which isawhole kingdome lying in

CMoffambique the chiefe & greateft of

Jn this mine of Monomotas 
pals great Tove of gold, and iuitballa cers

Ie is a comumort 
cuftgme tn that countrie to tyeate, ag tue doe 
bere,courle and common cloth analinnen, as 
alfo Stike, Satin and 1Bz0cado, which is cloth 
of Golde and Stluer, with faire workes and 
borers , dotuue to thetr Hoes, which thep 
commonly dfe, becaufe of the great quantitie 
of Silke, that ts tuitht the countrie,fo2 it is 
affirmed foza truth,that onlp from the toon 
of Canton there ts pearelp carried intolne 
dia aboue thoee thonfand Quintals of Silke, 
iwbich are fol bp twaight, befives the Sikes

The maner to make Earthen Pots and 
Cups (called Porcelleyn-Cuppes)by Sca+ 
figer is{et downe in his Booke of Subtile 
tiesin this manner, In the 92, Exercifes 
The Cups and earthen Pots that are cal= 
led Porceleynes, whereof alfo the Earth 
hath her name, are firft beaten to {mall 
Poulder, which they fteepe in water, and 
then forme their Pots,Cuppes and vellels 
out of the fame, which done they burne 
them vader, the earth, and hauing layen 
in the carth 4 00, yeares, being then full 
baked and made, they are digged foorth 
and foulde, fome fay,that not the Cuppes 
&e. but the fluffe is buried > although 
John Huyghens opinion f{eemeth to be true 
and according to their maner, faying,that 
they are made of Earth,as other Pots and 
Cannes are made in our countrie,

place themfelues-theretn: but tt could not fo

they atiued trrIndia, tn the citte of Goa An. 
1583, the fame peare that ¥ atiued fit India, 
fo that ive foumd them pet it Goa, and the 
nerf peace after thep fapled buts Portingal, 
efrom therteeto AZadril, where bp the Kttig 
€ nobles of Spaine,thep twere totth great tii- 
untpl ¢ honour twelconied and recetued, and 
peefented with manp apfites, From therice 
thep tranclledto Rome tito the Pope, tuba 
liketwile dtd them great honor, and beitotwed 
manp prefents bpon them, as alfo all the 
Cavdiials and iLozbs of [talic, for that thep 
frauelled theonghoutall Italie’ to Florence, 
Venice, Ferrara, &c, which being dorte,thep 
tefurned againe bufe AZadril, with letters 
from Pope Sixtus, and fome holie reliques of 
the ctofie that Chit ted byon, fo pietent thé 
fame bute the Chziftian Uings of Iapan, as 
an bolte peelent: inthe end thep ariued itt In- 
diaagaine, during mp being there; tobhich 
{was in anno 1587, being with great fop res 
teiued, anafatet faple onto Iapan, where 
they ariued again inith great admiration of 
all the mten of [apan: tubtch the Jeluites dip, 
tothe end(as thep fate)the better to mane the 
Japans fo be ch2iftened, andfo make thent 
knolve the magnificence of the countrie of 
Furepa,becaute thep toould riot beléene it bes 
ing thelued them: but the peittcipalle cante 
andinfent of the Slefuites was, thereby te 
reape great profit,and to get much paife arin 
commendation , foz that mofk ef the gifts 
twhich the pattices of Lapan had gften thent, 
fell Co their hares: thep liketwile obtained of 
the Pope andthe king of Spaine, that ne ma 
might dwell in Iapan, either Pootingale 02 
Chritian, without their licence and content, 
fo that in all lapan there are no other oxdera 
of Munkes, Ff2vers, Wrielks, 102 any o¢ 
ther religicus perfons remaining 02 refioené 
there,but Jetuttes alone.2hep haue onelp az 
mong them 'certattie handle crafts men, by 
them bought out of India,tutth iphome thep 
baue fo doe, but fe2 other inen,as marchants 
and others, thep map but goe and come, and 
not fap there, without the Sefuites licence. 
hep haue almofE all the conntrie pnder 
their fubicction, fuch ¥ meane as ate conuers 
tedto the fatth of Che, as twcll (pirituall as 
tempoall, making the lapans beleue tobat 
thep litt, toberbp thep are bonged like gods,,

fore 4 begin to write of 
the totune and Flande of 
Goa, twith the coaftes, fue 
\ perftifions, and other cn- 
a) omes of the countrie, tps 
ing bebinde and rounde az 
bent Goa, as well tobere 
the Portingales inbabit,as tobere the natiue 
countrie men are refident, J thought it cons 
tientent fo begin twith the fame fomiwbat fur- 
ther off, then at the prefent time, the better 
fo bnderftand the oztginall of the people,toges 
ther with the principall caufes of the dinttta 
ons of the fame countries and nations, as als 
fo their Kings names and furnames . hers 
poumull dnderand that about 300. peares 
pail, there was a mightie Ling of the cours 
ftie ef Deli, which lpeth twithin the land bee 
bind Goa onthe Pozthtide, and borderethy 
bpon fhe tand ef Coracone, belonging to the 
Ring of Perfia, whereitt ate made the rich 
Coucrlets and hangings, bp the Postingales 
calted Alcatyffas, which landof Deli is bee 
tie colde, andhath Snow and Ice init like 
the Metherlands. Chis king of Deli boought 
onder his {ubtection,all the countries bozders 
ing about him,ameng the which twere De- 
cam, Cuncam, Ballagate, andthe lande of 
Goa. At the fame time the countrie of Cams 
baia, which is diffant fram Goa about 100. 
miles Pozthivard, twas onertumne andta- 
ken forcibly bp the Mares, € Bahometans, 
andbeought the natural) countrimen, called 
Reysbutos being heathens, with aveat tpras 
nie onder their (abiection, Hbe land of Ballas 
gate,and Decam foas before inhabited by 
heathens , that tere erie mightie and of 
great poiver, tobole ficceffors are notv cale 
led Venefares, and others that pet divell 
tuithin the conntrie called Colles : which 
Colles, Venefares,and Reysbutos of Cams 
baia doe pet line bp robbing and ftealing,anv 


— thole of Cambaia pap tribute to the fatse Re- 


ysbutos, becaufe thep thould not robbe ana 
fpople them, but fuffer them to line in peace, 
he Colles and Venefares alto receiue tri- 
bute of the menof Decam and Ballagate:foz

fate, But it fell out othertwile, as tee fee (€ 
commonly doth, and that qud ts requited 
twith euill, for thefe Captaines it time, gets 
ting credite, authozttie and potuer , were ft 
great effimation, and ag tt {vere abfolute 
ings and OGouernours of thetr P2outnees, 
fo2rthat the king neuer troubled himilelfe there 
{oith, but lapbe all the charge bppon them, 
tuberebp thep begarme fo bee puftcd bp with 
pride, and determined to blurpe the Pzoutrs 
ces onder bun, fo2 them and thetr fucceflo2s: 
And becaule it grieucd them te be infubtecis 
onfoan other, andat bis commaundement, 
thep all niet fogether, and among thent, as 
greedto take theit Hod andiking prifoner, 
and fo every one of them tobe fole conman- 
ders of the coiitries thep bad in charge, which 
thep cafily bought to effert,for that they bab 
alltbe mieanes thep were Wilh 07 defire, as 
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being of fubtedts, ebeped for chiete rulers and 
Lsings, which being among them fo conclu 
ded. hep fudbainelp twke their King prita- 
arer Luithin the totune of Beder, which isthe 
p2inictpall totune of Decam, tobere bee then 
Kept ourt and foo their moze fecuvities kept 
bim tn p2ifon, bnder the cutEodie of Melique 
Verido. And the better to being their pure 
pole fo effect, fo2 their greater frength, thep 
fopned ivith thent certain mightie Heathens 
of the fame countric, one named Mohadum 
Coia,an other called V eriche, who for their 
parts got Diuers riches, countries ¢ tolnnes, 
as MohadumCoia hap the townes of Vita 
por, Solapor, and Paranda, twbich are the 
neeteft folunes to Goa, ann that haue the 
gveatelt dealing and traffique with them. 
And the chiefe place of Hidalcam, 92 Idale 
ham fs at thts dap i the tote of Solapor, 
buf the fotone of Paranda wag after taken 
from btm bp Nifa Maluco, with tome other 
places. Jn this maner twas that great king: 
- dome deulded Into fo manp kingdomes ann 
gouctuments , tohole (uccetlers and pofteri, 
ties doe pet fill this dap poffelte the fame, and 
Idalham 92 Hidalcam, that oped in Anno 
1539 153 §-bt8 Grandfather was one of thot 
- Captaines that beganne the neto atuifion ay 
fozefatd . Ahis Hidalcam twas berte migh- 
tie-€ much refpected of all $ countries round 
about him, Jfrom him the Pootingales haue 
flvice toon the Lotwne of Goa. Chusin 
butefe J haue declared the caufe and firik be- 
ginning of the deuffion of thefe countries, 
inbich being fo deutded, Idalham had warre 
againit the King of Narfinga, 02 of Bifuaz 
gar, tohtchland bo2bdereth bpon the countrie 
of Hidalcam, he ising of N arfinga being 
called Rau, of fome Ham , which it Pet fia 
or among the Mogoros , isasmuchto fap, 
as ablolute King, which the Pootingales call 
Cam. Chis King of Bifnagar to renenge 
bimlelfe pppon Hidalcam > df fo much by 
friendthip and trength, that bee bought the 
fat? Hidalcam and all the other Kings of 
Decam bnder hfs fubtecton,fo tobome thep 
paped tribute, and fo at this dap rematne tei- 
butartes onto the fai iRing, 

Gs touching the fignification of the names 
of the afozefaid Kings, pou mut dnderftand 
that tobe the king deuived $ countries among 
thofe Captaines and Oouernours, he bong: 
ted them with peincelp titles, as their mans 
hier ts, twhenthep twill eralt, o2 rapfe aman. 
0 that poumuE perfivade pour felues,thefe 
Names,are no mans proper names, but ones 
lp names of honour attributed bnto the pers 
fons that beare them, which both thep and 
their fucceffours doe perpetuallp bold and ey:

into India, and that bp this meanes Itts 
Well knotone, that inthe countrie of Coras 


fone twbich lpeth in Perfia, aman of bate - 


condition and birth named Xa-Tfmael: fome 
men called Sufty , 
mabing an other interpretation of the Alcas 
ran 02 Babomets latve boke , farve affter- 
ent from that tobich the Scbollers and 19206 
phets of Mahomet big then Holde, bee dip 
therebp procure great retort tnto bint out of 
all Perfiaand Arabia, and became {9 rong 
andinightte, that bp force be compelled al the 
countries there about to be at his comman- 
dement and onder his obedience. Ano becaufe 
the Lurkes dtd Hill holo the olve laty of Ma- 
homer, € maintained the fame in all points,

Mpon atinne J and certaine Postingales 
mp friends, bauitig licence from the Cicerop 
fucreat a banket and meeting, about five 02 
fixe miles within the firme land, and twith os 
fee bad certaine Decanijns, andnaturall 
bore Indians, that were acquainted iwith 
the countrie, the chiefe caufe of our going, 
was fo fé their manner of burning the deabe 
Bramene,and bis wife With bint,being alive 
becaute ive had beene aduertifed , that {uch a 
thing twas to be done, And there among other 
ftrarige deutles that twe fatv, tuee came into 
forte Tillages , and places inbabited bp the 


Anodtans, where in the wwap,and at encrie Hil, 


ftonie Rocke o2 bole, alot within a Pater 
nofter length, toee found a Carued Pagode, 
o2 tather Deutls , and monfkers inbellith 
thapes. At the lat tuce. came inte a Tillage, 
twhere fone a great Church of fone, Wwhere- 
jr Wuee entered, and found nothing in it but a 
great Zable that hungin the middle ofthe 
Church with the Image of a Pagode,pain- 
ted a fa mifhaped and deformed , that 
moze montkerous nas newer frene, fo3 if 
Pes.

manp howtes , and long feth that bung out 
of bis mouth dolun to the knees,and beneath 
bis flauel andbellp, tt hadan other fuch like 
face, with many bones and fufkes .

5p the fata Pas 
godes, commonly doe ftand tivo little Fur- 
aces, oith a Calfe 02 Colw of fone, before 
the twbich thep fet their offerings, tobich are 
of fuch things, as are to be eaten,cuerie man 
as bis deuotion feructh, which the pthink the 
Pagode eateth in the night, butitis taken 
alway bp the Bramene. We found in eucrie 
place (uch offerings Ganding, but te had lit,

uered with a rough skin. This is not ful 
fo great as the other, yer arethey both 
fit for fuch as haue daintie and licorous 
mouthes, They {mel like fweete Rofes: 
they are coldeand moytt, andaltoge- 
ther foft, coucred witha thinne Rinde, 
which cannot be taken offwith a knife. 
The Zambos treetaketh deepe roote, & 
within foure yearesafter it is fet, doth 
beare fruit, and that many times inone 
yeare , andis neuer without fruite or 
bloffomes, for thatcommonly euerie 
branch hath bothripe and vnripe fruit, 
andbloffomesall at once, contrarie to 
the nature of all other trees: and euerie 
day as the bloflomes fall (whereby the 
eaith vnder it feemeth ro bee painted 
red ) there growe new on, and when 
fome of the fruite beginto grow; then 
others arealmoft ripened , and others 
being ripe are greater. The tree being 
lightly fhaken, the ripe fruit falleth ea- 
fily off, by reaching the nether bowes. 
This fruite is ordinarily eaten, before 
other meatébe fer vpon the Table,and 
alfo arall times of the day.

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and pure that it femeth to be painted 02 made 
of ware: itis berp pleafant to eate, and fmels 
ieth like Role tater, it is white tvithin, and 
fi cating mopfE and twaterifh, itis a mofk 
baintie fruite, as well fo2 betutic to the fight, 
as fo2 the (tocet fauour and tatte: if is a frutte 
that ts neuer fo2bibden to anp ficke perfon.as 
other fruites are, butare freelie giuen onto 
ficke men fo eate,that baue a defire thereun- 
to,fo2 it can doe no hurt. Zhe bloflomes are 
liketvie berp faire to the fight, and hane a 
finert finell: thep are ren and fometohat tobi 
fifth ofcolour. Chis tree beareth fruite thee 
orfoure tymes cuerp veare, and twhich is

The fruite which the Malubares and 
Portingales call Caramsbolas, isin Decan 
called Camarix,in Canar,Camarix and 
Carabeli: in Malaie, Bolamba,and the 
Perfians Chamaroch.It groweth ontrees 
that are like Quince-trees , haning lea- 
ues greater and longer then ourapple- 
trees, veric greene and bitter of tafte,

cient Grecians, as Galen, Diofcorides,and 
others, it was altogether vnknowne: & 
although Galen inhis feuenth booke of 
Simples faith, that Cardamomum isnot 
fo hot, as Naflurcium or water Crefles , 
but pleafanter of fauour, and fmell with 
fome {mall bitterneffe, yet thofefignes 
ot properties doe not agree with the 
Cardamomum of India.  Diofcorides in 
his firft booke and fift Chapter com- 
mending the Cardamomum brought 
out of Comagens, _Armenia,and Bofpho- 
vas ( although hee faith alfo that fuch 
doe growe inIndiaand Arabia) faith, 
that wee muft choofe that which 
isfull, and tough in breaking, fharpe & 
bitter of tafte,and with the {mell there- 
of caufetha heauineffe in a mans head: 
yetisthe Indian Cardamomum caryed 
into thofe places, from whence Diofco- 
vides affrmeth that his Cardamomum 
doeth come, although it bee neyther 
tough inbreaking, nor annoyeth the 
heade, neyther is bitter oftafte, nor{o 
fharpe as Cloues: the great Cardamo- 
wum hatha fhell thatis long and three 
cornered,wherein are certaine pale red 
kernels with dorners: the {mall Carda- 
momum hath likewife a three cornered 
huske,yet fhorter,and with {maller ker- 
nels,parted in the middlewithathinne 
skinne; & this Cardamomum is of three 
forts, as minus mediun,minimum.thatis,

manin office, tobe fauoable ontobim, tn 
belping bin fo performe bis tourney. JFo2 tn 
the bopages hometwards the king giueth no- 
thing fo the foldters and paffingers , but free 
paflage, fo2 him felfand a chett of 4. pannes 
high and broad,and 7 in length:and that after 
thep baue bene 3 pearesin India, ¢ for that 
Coe they pap netther fraught noz cuffome:

bebeld it,thonght our (clues not free from the 
itke Danger. Jt twas one of the richete thips, 
that itmanp peares bad fapled out of In- 
dia, ¢ only by reafon of the gad report it bad 
to be fo ged of faple, being but netv, for as thé 
it was but ber fecond bopage ; fo that cuerte 
man belired to qoe,and tolobde their Wwarcs ft 
ber.

that there is not one {hip 02 faple that is at 
fea, 02 maketh towards the Sand ; but ttis 
beefentlp knotone theoughout all the towne, 
and our all the whole Fland: fo2 the Watch

gle: but fuch gs are of {wealth, fo2 the mot 
part bzinke wines of Ma dera and Canaria. 
3t aboundeth tn Heth, fith,¢ all other neceffa- 
riegattd meats fo; ntans bodp, toberetuith 
time of neede thep might belpe’ themfelues. 
Dple there ts none, but tf commeth ont of 
Portingall. Alle Salt, pottes, panties, and 
all kinde ofearthert vetlelles, Chalke, and 
fuch like ave beought thether out of other pla- 
ces, for there they are not fo bee founde: fo2 
fruites they bane (befides peaches of biuers 
Kindes, andinfo great abunvarce that it is 
firange) Cherries, Plummies, WMalnuttes, 
Halle nutes, Chet{nuttes, but thofe not bes 
rp goo: of Apples, Peares, Drariges and 
a cmon {vith allfuch like fruites there are 
{ufficient. Df all forts of {earbs and plants, 
ag Coletworts, Radithes, and fach like thep 
haue at their certapne times of the peare. 
sChephaue liketoite tn that Tanda cerfaine 
frutte that grotweth buber the earth, like Ka- 
vithes 02 other reste,but the leanes 02 plants 
are tres like Wines, but different tn leanes, 
and avotueth longtotle bport {he qrounde: it 
geareth a fruite called Batatas, that ts berp 
good, and is fo great that it weigheth apound, 
fome moze, fore leffe, but little eftemed: 
and pet it ig a great fuffenartce and fone fo2 
thecommon fort ofpeople. Ft ts of geod ac. 
count in Portingall, fo3 thetber thep ‘fe fo 
Loita tf for a prelent, and thole of the Slande 
by reafort of the great abundance boe little e- 
fkeeme tt. Chere is allo another kinde of 
fiutfe that (g folucd like cozne,and ts a frutte: 
itavotweth pppon the rote of the graffe 02 
leaues, and {ground and as biggeasa great 
weate, but net fe rounde : ireating it tatteth 
like Cardnuttes, but harder tobite: tt fs 
itketuile a god meate and much efkemed ttt 
other places, but bp reafon of the great quatt 
titte thereof, it is moft bled to fatten thetr 
Pouges, and is called lunfla. Where ts alto 
{ithe Bland a certaine plant, tobich is found 
{n all places therof in the open ficlds:it grotw- 
eth as high as aman, and beareth no fruite, 
onely the rete thereof is a fubftance, of the

(lfe. Chis Spanilh Pilot tve bid fo {upper 
with bs, andthe Englifhmen liketulle, wher 
hee (hetwed bs allthe manner of thetr fight, 
much commending the ogder and manner of 
the Cnglithmens fighting , as alfo fo2 their 
curteous bing of bim: but in theend the Cne 
glith tlote liketwile Koleatwapina French — 
hip, without paying arp ranfeme as pet.

ets, that twere fullie refolued (ag thepmave 
fheive)te fight baliantly to thelatt miait , bee

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although thep fet their courfe fo S. Lucas, . 
the toind byaue them bnto Lisbon, which(as 
it feemed) twas willing by bis fo2ce fo belpe

Su the Wonth of Pap. a Caruel of Fay- 
ael arriued at Tercera, in the Wanen o2 
Roade of Angra, laden with Dren, thepe, 
Hennes, and all other binds of bictuals, and 
full of people, tobich bp a forme had beoken 
ber Ruther wherebp the Sea caft ber about 
and theretvith he funke , andin ber iwere 
bootoned thee childgen, anda Ffrier Ffranci: 
fcan, the reff ofthe men faued themfelues by 
flotrmning, and bp helpe from the hore, but 
allthe Cattle and ennes cante drotwned to 
fand: the Jfrier twas burted with a great pros 
ceffion and folemmnitic , efeming himfor a 
Saint, becaufe hee twas taken pp dead With 
bis Woke betiven his armes: for the tobich 
caule enerp mancame toloke on bim asa 
imp2acle, gtutng gref offerings to fap Dalles 
fo2 bis foule, = 

Lhe firtt of Augutt, the Gouernaur of 
Tercera , reeceftted adutfe out of Boztingalt 
ahd Spatne, that tive peares before the date 
ofbis letters, there tweae fapledont of Grig- 
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land fluelue great Sippes uel apointed, with 
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full refolution fo take their fournte, feuen of 
them into the #oztingall Indies, and fheoe 
ther fiue to Malacca: of the tubtch fine, tio 
iocre,caft alwap in palling the Stratahtes of 
CMagellanes, and thee faplen to Malacca: 
but tubat thep bad done there , tvas as then 
not Knolvne . @he other feuctt patted the 
@aye de Bona Speranza, and arriued in 
India, tobere thep put into the coatt of Mas 
labar, and there toke fire Foiftes of the 
Malabares , but let thenigoe againe: ana 
tivo Lurkith Callies , that came ont of the 
Stratghtes of Mecca n2 the redse Sea, to 
{whome liketuile thep didno burt . And there 
thep laded thetr thippes with Sptees, andre- 
turned backe againe on their wwap:but twbere 
o2 in wobat place thep badlaven, it teas not 
certainelp knetunes, fautng onelp that thus 
much twas tziften bp the Gouernour of Ine’ 
dia, and fent oner land fo Venice, andfrent 
thence to AZadyil, 

she feuenth of Augull a haute of Eng- 
lit Mhippes twas {ene befoze T ercera, being 
20, in number, and fiue of them the Quenes 
fhippes: their Cenerall twas one Martin 
Furbuiher, as fuee after hab intelligence. 
Shep came purpetelp to twatch for the Fleet 
ofthe Spantlh Jndies , andfo2 the Indian 
hippes, and the (hips of the countries inthe 
Wet: which put the Flanders in great feare, 
fpectallp thofe of Fayael , for that the Gngs 
lifhmen (ent a @rumpet to the Gouerneur 
toatke cerfaine wine, flefh, and other bidus 
als fo2 their monp, and godfriendthip. Chep 
of Fayael at not onelp refule to gine earevne 
fothem, but with a thet killed their mefien- 
ger oz Wrumpeters which the Englithmen

@ouerto2 made then anlivere, that he twas

ine of thetr bodpes,Wwhich is verte ftrange 
and orfeemelp : ne lefle dilo2der ts there 
intheir houfes, for they liue like beaftes, 
and fleep on mattes Latd bpon the ground, 
aLhyjctr meat is made ofgreat whiterotes, 
taken out of fhe earth, called Iniamos, 
perp pleafant of tatte, hike the fpanith Ba- 
tatis,orchetiuts.Zhep are both rotted and 
fodten, with other rotes,and lugar canes, 
and Bauanas, tubich are a fruite ofa tre, 
like the Jndian figaes, mentioned in this 
bake, long like cucumbers, with a tart 
fwweetity, but a pleafant tafte:fometunes 
likeiwile they cate both ft eflelh, twhich 
they lay al in one detlell togither and fo fit 
rouid about it like acompany ofbeattes, 
aiid neuer aatike,but after thep haue done 
eating, Zhe gouernours cate alone out of

in bis bpper lip,twith abroade kinfe urbis 
pand, andall his body rafed and pinken, 
as % faive before, where he bought thers 
infoaboufle among the ars, whereit 
Wwere certaine coucrlefs made ofthe rinds 
o2barkes of trees laine bppon the earth, 
tobere they fate dofone, not makiwig ane 
chopfe:and being fetfe, he claptthem on 
the fhouloers,potnting Spivards iwith bis 
fingers, faping in bis language,Mani Ga- 
bam, they riot knowing tobat bee meant, 
loken bp , tobere thep perceined ablacke 
man fate bpponthe top ofa certatne patre 
of Staires, likeantmage, with many 
chaines of bones and rings banging a¢ 
beut him, fearefull to bebolde: at bis fete

SLhis river as J faine is verie booad and 
fullof Crocodiles, and fea holes, it hath 
many crecies and as they failed from 
Crementiin,it lpeth Southealk, there tir 
the night they lauered 2, 02 3.Youres,ana 
tame {vice on ground,and tn fapling fo26 
Wardes they pafleoby an Zand, called 
Caracombo, tying in the mouth of the 
riner,as there are many, being verie loip 
and flat land, and ful of frees; Ffrom that 
Aaland there came a Canutien abo 
their Hip,and tn it eightane perfons,ann 
With them they bad a fmal dum,of a hols 
lote Gocke,tobereon they plaped, and bee 
ing by the thip , foure 02 fiue of them fept 
in, whereof one of them bppon bis face, 
beat, and armes, was al white, he bore a 
greene banch ofa tree, with a little bel, 
and fome tobiting in bis hand, which bee 
ftrotned about the hip,ringing the bel, ¢ 
oben they o2 any ofour men {pake, bee 
made fHelve as if were] fo confecrafe and 
bletfe the thip twbich done, fitting downe, 
and fanmering in bis two2d¢, like a mar 
pofleffed with fome fprite, 02 one that han 
a thaking feuer.2here was a great pot of 
Palme wire broaght forth, twhereofthep 
Dainke one dnto the other, which continus 
edfo2 the {pace of halfeanboure, twhich 
done, thep went info their (cute, ¢ rowed 
toland,making fignes to our men fo come 
on fhoze,and fo barter twith them fo2 theis 
toares,wwhich they dtd,carrping thentfome 
Fron and ofher marchandile,and tent tre 
fo the gouernozs boule being ina billage, 
fobhere among other things they fat a life 
fle cottage about thaee fate high, couce 
red with fraiy,and ope on the five, onder 
the twbtch fed alittle gibet,whersn bung 
alittle ho2ne, with cerfaine ftuffe therem, 
Which they would noflefte theme by no 
meanes, and buder the gibet od a Kaffe, 
{oith adead chilnes {cul fired bpamit, has 
uing in fheoneepeabone, much like the 
bone that is founde tn the bead of a Pads 
docke(twhercofiwith bs they make hootes, 
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the ftafflay al fo2te ofbones,both of ithes 
and beafis:and among the reflthe talves 
ofa Priltis, (which in our countrey is-cals 
led afinerd filh) without fath, which the 
matter toke away, ¢ bought tt pntomes 
our menafking what p might fignifie,they 
faid , therelap a Dead carcas:and being Ut 
another village as they pated forwarde, 
thep fawe at the leatt tuentic men fitting 
at the dec ofone oftheir houles, tubereot 
fone feemed to bee of fhe principal conte 
manders,and torthin that boule there was 
anople of finging, both by great and fmal, 
that it made them mufe, whereupon thep 
alked what tt meant, they {atdothere toas 
gre Dead.2Lhe Women being in traucl,are 
notany thing afhamed, but enerp one, 
both pong and old,men andivomen, run 
biito her,the dw2e Landing wide open:but 
one thing isto be wondered af, that the 
chilozen are al circumcifed , and pet they 
baue neither law,oder,noz knowledge of 
Gov.2 he countrey is fruitful,and ful of al 
Trange fruites,and abounding tt alkinds 
of bealts,and birds of diners fozmes,both 
great andfinal. Where are fome trees, 
twhere bpon one bzanch there hang at the 
leak 100. birdesnefts 5 alfogether mo 
pleafant to bevola.<lhep hang by certaine 
ifrawes made fall onto theboughes, bez 
caule frakes thoutd not crepe in and fuck 
fheiregacs; many of tholenefts toere 
bought onto me. his hall uftice fo2 the 
dtlcription of the coatt of Guinea, after the 
tobich follotweth the mightic kingdome. of 
Congo. : 

he ancient titers helde opinion that 
this lande twas not inbabtted, calling it 
Torridam Zonam, fthatis, aplacein the 
earth, that thoouah the beate of thefunne 
isburnt bp, but they tere altogether de- 
ceiued, fo2 ag Odoardus. Lopez, aor 
tingale {witnefleth, bautng with manp 
other Portingales long time inbabited 
therewt.Zherets gad diwelling, andthe 
aire,cotrarie fo al mens indgements,berp 
femperate, and that in winter there ig no 
erfreame cold, buf onely fuch weather as 
itis inbaruct time at Rome.Zhey bie no 
linings no2 fhirfe bandes, 102 change of 
clofhes.neither care they fo2 the fire, it is 
liketwife no colocr on the tops of the hilles, 
then in the vallies,but generally if ts ware 
mer tuith themin the winter then tn the 
fuunmer, onelp becaule of foe continual 
raines, {pecially about the middle of the 
day, ttoo boures before, and as much after 
Dutier, lwbich heatis tery enill fo2 our me 
tocifoure. Ihe people of the countrie are 
The 2 booke, ; mh 
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-binles, and collars fo2 dogs, at the foote of 


tlack,but part ofthe fecmen femivbat pel- 
istuztheir hatre fo2 the moft partis blacke 
and curled, and {ome baue red haire: fey 
are of amean ftature,therin not mach tr 
like the Portingales, the ballesofthey2 
epes being ofbiuers colours, blacke, env 
feacolour :thetr lips notfo thicke as thoi 
of Nubia,g other ee2es : therr facce of al 
propertions,fatleane, andindifterent, be- 
tweene both, like the Postingales,and not 
like other 99 m208 of Guinea.that are foule 
anddeformed. Whe length oftheday and 
niabtis ina maner al one, fo2 thatttait 
feret not one quarter of an boure (fo ante 
mans tudgement) theoughout the whole 
peare: their Wwinter beginncth in curlent, 
about the nrivdle of Barch,and thetr fum- 
mer in fhe mibole of September - in twine 
ter itraigneth there confinuallp, for the 
{pace of fiue moneths,that ts,aprtll, Dap, 
Zune, July,¢ Auguit,in which tune there 
are but felw faire Dates,and there theraine 
falleth in (uch great dope, that itis worse

in fumumer tune , wherein. it raineth 
farce once in fire moneths:iwifh the raine 
liketvile the riner is filled with thick suadz 
die water,fo that if foivcth ouer the banks 
and moyiineth the ground, Whe windes 
that in fumumer deo continually blotw in 
thofe countries,are (as Hippocrates,and 
after him Julius the fir empero2 of Rome, 
naming them with agrak name) Etefios, 
Morthiwelt, by the wortingales called 
Vento Maeftro,o2 general wind, as being 
n2dinarie at that time of the pearcin all 
thofe countrics which are liketurfe caufes 
of the raines, bp doiutng bp ofmiffes and 
bapors, bppon the tops ofthe ils, which 
being there,and refolutitg into water,doo 
fil {he earth with raine,and hole confinus 
alraines, are liketotle caufes of fhe groius 
ing and increafing of the great rivers that 
arein Egypte and Ethiopia, as Niger and 
Nylus,and al the riuers fyereabouts (fome 
running info the Mediterranean ,ofhers 
infop areat Deean f{eas,)bp reafon of their 
flime ¢ fattines:and becaufe in our fimer, 
(which ts their winter)fo2 the mofk part it 
ratneth theougbout the countrpes of Con- 
go and Ethiopia, itis nottobe wondered 
atifthe rivers be qreater,and 30 oucrfolw 
moze then thep are,tn the furder and berp 
Die countries, fo in Egypte (not accoun- 
ting Alexandria with the places bo2der 
ring on the fame) iwbere tt never raineth, 
itis holden fo2 a berie ftrange ¢ wonders 
ful thing bolu the riucr Nils fhould grow 
fo bigh,g fulof thicke mudsic water, and 
EF aii alwaies 


alipaics at onetime ofthe peare, not fayz 
king therein, thereby refrething the earth, 
and giuing fode-both to man and bealk 
whereby the ancient tibabitants ofthole 
countries, did bie fo offer facrificcs bita 
that Riuer,calling it(as Pro!omeus in bis 
fourth boke rebearfeth)a gan Spirit,and 
petat this sap many Choiftians efeme 
itfozamiracle, fo2 that without thein- 
create thereot, thep would oie fo2 bunaer: 
theirliues (as Lohn Chrifoitome fayty) 
confitteth ofthe tncreafing of the twaters, 
fa thenthe Porthwelk winds,thatin our 
fummer time, lwbich is their tainter,blow 
In our countrics, are the meanes tn thole 
fountties , fo gather cloudes and moy- 
{tures byon the bigh billes, frontiwherice 
their raineproceedeth, which raine is the 
cautc that their countrey is not fo colag as 
ours,ingendering in thole hot countries a 
tertaine kinde of warme water, Chole 
raines then are liketwife the canfe of the 
grotuttig ¢ ouerfotving of the river Nilus, 
anb other rivers ti thole countries, wher, 
offhcimbabitants haue denifed and to2it-

Nombre de Dios. 


N Ombre de Dios, ig a fotone of traffike 
lying on fhe no2th fca,fo named by Di- 
ego de Niquefa, a Spaniard, that had 
indured fonte hard fortune, and landing tt 
that hauen with the ret of bis men faide,in 
Nombre de Dios, thatis, inthe name of 
God,and fo began his worke againe which 
before he did pectend, and there erected cer- 
taineheules, giuina the place fhe name a 
fo2efaid : this towne lieth eal andineit by, 
on the (ea fide, in the middle ofa berp great 
Wwod,in a very Dutwhelefome place,fpectal- 
ly intwinter time, by reaton ofthe greate 
heate and mopftnetic of the earth , as alfa, 
becaule of the maziih ground that lieth on 
the weit fine of fhe folune, iuhereby many 
of the Indians die : the houfes arc built afs 
ter the Spanity waner, as allo thofe of Pa- 
nama, wherein many Sperchants divel that 
fell their wwares by the great : the ref ofthe 
houfes are fo2 ftrangers,like {nnes, as alla 
fo2 Gocers, handicrafilaien,and (uch like, 
moft part of the merchants of Nombrede 
Dios, haue boutes liketwife in Panama, fo2 
that the traffique out of: Peru commeth fo 
Panama, and sut of Spaine fo Nombre de 
Dios , andtheretbep are continually refi- 
pent, bnfill they become rich,and then thep — 
goe to other places, 02 elfe returne info 
Spaine. Dit the noth fide of this totyne tie 
eth fhe hanen wherein many thips may are 
ker : touching fuch fruits as they being out 
of Spaine tnto thefe countries, there giotws 
eth fome in that butemperate and bnivhols 
fome ayp2e, as lemons, ozanges, reddifhes, 
coletvo2fs, and lettuce,but bery fmall, few, 
Enotberp qwd, other viduals are bought 
thither out of Hifpaniola, Cuba, andthe 
prouince of Nicaragua, as India wheat oz 
mais, beead called Cazabr, falt fith, bogaes, 
batatas , and front Panama kine, and fiefy 
prfalted,all other kind ofiwares are boght 
out of Spaine thither, for that ecuerp pare 
there comimeth thippes out of Spainc laden 
with wine,meale,bead, bifket,oliucs,otle, | 

figs,reafins filks, wollen and linnen cloth, 
and fuch wares neceflary forthefuttenance - 
of man; which wares being arrined tu that

that he was purpotely tent thither, to take 
polletfion thereof, withing then therefoze 
not fo oppole fyemfclues agent hun, tfthey 
nicant fo become ch2ittians and fubteds to 
fo great a Weince, onelic paying a fmall 
perely tribute ofgolde. Wihereunto they 
iniefting manner,and filing, aunfivercd 
much after the fame manner, as tl ts watt 
fen of Attabalipa, that they liked teil of 
bis propotition touching one only God, but 
as then thep were not minded fo argue ther 
of, nepther pet to leauc thetr religton,¢ that 
the Pope might twcll bee ltberall of other

Arthagena twas fo named, becaule that 
inthe mouth ofthe hatien there licth an 
Afand in Jndian (pech called Codego, ag 
alfo nety Carthago,itt Spaine Scombria, 2 
els bicaule al the Spaniards divelling thers 
in, came out of the Cittie of Carthago in 
Spaine- the {Mand is about two miles long 
and a mile baoad, Wiben the Qparipardes 
came firlt into that countrey, they found tf 
ful of Fithermen, twhereof at this time they 
can hardly find any renmant, tobich is not 
fo be wondered at, fo2 that nef onely in this 
prouince,butin al the other Jlands,twherz 
in the Spaniards haue bane, there ts bards 
lp any Jndians left, becaufle,thegndians as 
long as pottthl thep might wold neuer baue 
any dealings twith the Spantardes,becaufle 
ofthetrtpaanny. his Courifrey is rich of 
fith, fruites, and all kinde of vicualles nes 
ceflary for mensthey coucr thetr priuy ment 
bers with clothes of cotter wall; both men 
and fwomen go fo the wars, fo2 ti the pere 
of our Lode 1509. as a Spaniard calles 
Martinus Amifus made Wwarre tppon thofe 
of Zenu, bozdering bpon Carthegena, he 
toke an {ndian woman of fhe age of twene 
ty peres, that with ber otvne hands bande 
flaine28, Chatittans : their arretwes are. 
popfoned, and they cate their ennemtes 
flefy,and fpoiled many Spanyardsiat ther 
featts twhich in fines pati thep bled to-bold 
they beautifie their bodies in the beth iuas 
ner thep can deutle, with ictuells, and gels 
den beacelets , mingled With pearles, and 
ones called (marages, tocaring thenias —- 
bout thetr faces, armes, legges, andother 
parts of their bodies : their chiefe merchant 
difes are falt, filh,and pepper, twbhich grotus 
eth in creat abundance all along fhe coaif, 
it ts of forme long,and tyarper than the C& 
Indian pepper,aud much fineter and pleas 
fanter of finell than the common Brafilia

iection ofthe Spantards ; thep had many 
hindes of fruttes and trées,cotten wall,fea, 
thers, goldebzacelets, golv,many pearies, 
finaragdes flaucs, and dtuers rotes,Wwhers 
with thep traffikes , bartering them with:

heate, fogreat quantitie of Mowe thoula 
lie bpon thetoppes of thole hills which is 
feene a great tay off, and ‘whereby the ha- 
ven is knotwne, 

ahbiscountrp toas oilconered and taken 
by Roderigo de Baltidas in 1524. twhere 
it cof him bis life,not bythe enemy,butbp

felues with feathers : at feafts and bankets 
they paintthemfelnes , 02 elle ftroke fhem- 
felues over With certaine gum, andfalues 
that beclammy , wherein they ficke fea- 
thers of all colours , fubich is no tll fight : 
they cuf their hatre aboue their gares,and tf 
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any baire aro bpon their knees;o2 on their 
faces, they pul thenvout,and foil! haue no: 
aire bpon any place of their body, although 
they are by nature mottofthem without 
beards 02 baire, and {uch as let their haire 
grotw after the Spanith manner, they call 
them beafts :  thefe people make great 
meanes to make their teeth blacke, and fucy 
as haue them white , thep elteeme them to 
be women, becaule thep take no paines to 
make them blacke, tobich they do with the 
powder 02 fap of a certaine bearbe, by them

there ismuch thunder, rane, and great

and tn December when the dapes are thors 
fei and coldett here with vs, they are there

Te prifoners being boought home by 

fuch as hauetaken them, are not onelic 
ivell fed , buf they giue the men, women fo 
bearé them company (but not the omen 
mem to lie with them ) and twhich is moe 
ffrange, diuers ofthem that haue patfoners 
wil not refule fo giue hun daughter o2 fitter 
fo lutfe, which mutt line truclp and honetts 
ly with ber bufband, and becaufe they obs 
ferue no certaine time of the offerings, 02 
butcheries of their p2ifeners, but fomtimes 
foner, fomtimes later, as thep thinke god, 
therfoze the men p2ifhers are kept to bunt, 
fith,and catch birds,and the fosmen to gar: 
ben, plant, and fith fo2 opffers: and oben 
like ftuine thep are fat and fuel fed, they are 
flaine and eaten, in manner as follotveth. 
Fir they certifie all the netahbours round 
about, toben, and in tobat place their featk 
hall be kept , toberethere refo2teth a great 
number, both men, women, and childzen, 
confunting all the fozenone with dinkina, 
among the which are the potfoners (which 
know ful tuel that tf wwilbe bnto their cofts) 
all befet with feathers, tobe not onely fears 
eth not death, but in dancing, leaping, and 
Drinking ercelleth all the reff, tn which maz 
her, hauing confumed atthe leatt fir 02 eae 
uenhoures, tuo o2 thrzof the ftrongelt a 
mong them lap hold bpon the patfoner,and 
therelwith bind him about the muddle with 
cotten ropes, o2 with the barks ofa certain 
The 2.Booke.

thefe things poumay reade Lerius, mp de 
firebeing onely to fet down their cheefcanb 
aincipall cuffomes, Wibenthe men go to 
warre; hunting, .o2 filbing, they take ich 
beds With thent , and making them fatk to 
tivo trees they fleepe therein, tubich beodes 
being foule, either with out, fmoke, 020% 
theriuife, areby the women made cleane, 
whichis donein this manner ; thep gos 
into the twooddes to fieke a certaine finite 
not much onitke ourpumpeons, but qreas 
fer, for that moft parte of them are fo great, 
thata man can hardly beare them in bis 
hand: this fruite thep tampe verie fmall, 
and put ifin an carthen potte, teeping it in 
water, which doone, they tirreit with a 
fkicke, in fuchlozt, that tt peclocth forth a 
thickegcumme , tubich fcumme thep bie 
in fteedeof Sope, wherewith they make 
their beodes as white and cleane., as anie 
Fuller doth his cloath, and tn fuer time 
o2inthe wars, it is better fecping on thofe 
beddes then Dppon ours ; as touching 
their houtholde tutte, the tuomen make 
great earthen Pottes, therein to put theyp2 
dDinke Coauin. Dbhep make pottes likes

great cups, bzoad difhes, and fuch like bel 
fels, the sutivard parte not much polithen, 
but iniwardly fo cleane ¢ white, with a cere 
faine colour layde bpon them, that they far 
furpatle our pot makers:they liketwift make 
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certaine misture ofblacke and tobite colour 
together, twhereivith they paint and ftripe 
their earthen veticls,{pecially thole {wheres 
in they keepe their meate,; their manner of 
earthen wozke ig much pleafanter.and bets 
ter theit aur toonDden difhes, onelp the iwo-z 
memiobich paint their pots haue this fault, 
they cannot paint one thing twice, becaute 
thep do it not by art, butonelp acco2dIng fo 
their fantafies. Dhele Warbarians alfo 
baue certaine pumpeons and other fruits, 
which they dinide into five partes,and cuts 
ting the meate out of them, they ble thent 
for drinking cuppes, twhich they call Cob, 
they baue alfo great and {mall batkets, 
made of whole Kuthes, not much wnitke 
wheats ftraw, cunningly tw20ughtand fol- 
ded tagither, which they cal Panacon, tubers 
in thep keepe their meale and ofber things: 
theya ‘weapons are iwobden Palberds, 
powes and arrowes, feathered coates and 
caps with arme bands and rattles by them 
called Maraca, thereof J baue {ufficientlp 
fpoken,fa that at this prefent itis nadlete 
tofaymoze. Motwe then the Barbarians 
houte, with bis houtholo fuffe , and furnis 
ture,weapons,bedde,and apparrell, being 
{uffictentlp defcribed,- 3 twill Hetve you 
the manner of their entertainment of trans 
gers sand although the Tououpinambaul- 
tiers Doo receive their quefkes tn friendly 
fort, pet their flrange manner fo fuch as 
knolw it not, is verte fearefull, as Lerius 
telicth it bappensd onto him at bis fir 
going fo vifite them, faping that when 
became firft into one ofthep2 villages, all 
the Barbarians ranne about him, and fatd 
onto hint, Marape derere,Marape derere, 
that is,twhat is your name, ¢ hotwe are pou 
callenzone of them taking off big hat, and 
{etting i¢ on bis head, the other hanging 
bis girdle and {iy020 about bis naked body, 
the third putting on bis Caflocke , making 
a great hollowing ¢ holwting, andin that 
maner one going one way, the ret another, 
with bis cloathes and furniture om they2 
backs,be berilp thought fo haue beene quit 
ofthem,and in danger of bis life, which afs 
ter be found to benedlefle,as not knowing 
their cultomes, doing the like at the firf to 
alfuch as come among them, not beeing of 
their companys¢ tube they haue taken their 
pleafure in tuearing their apparrell, they 
give itthem again, the interpzeter alfo fold 
bimthat thep were defirous to knotwe bis 
name,but faid onto him taben He told them, 
be mull nof give thé any name in our tpeech, 
becaute they cannot pronounce if,as in fed 
of Iohn they fap Nian,and becaule thep cans 
not remember fuch tuogds, be (aid bee muk 
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name bimlelfe by fome thing that is well . 


knowne to them ; andbecanfe Lerius fant: 
fieth an opfter,be called bimfeclfe Lery ouf- 
fou, which thep wondered at,and fatd T ch 
Mair, bep srenchman,this is an hono2able 
name, Anodluch as Wwe neuer beard ofany 
Frenchman, and furely Circes with all ber 
charmes and hearbes did neuer conuert a 
mat {o lightly inte an opfter as then it was 
Done, after which time Lerius fpake often 


With them, andberein pounmil note that 


they arefo gad of memozie,thatinben they 
baue once heard aname,thep will not light: 
ly forget it, hen Lerius peoceedeth further 
to (hew how he tpedde anrong them in that

had dwelt, where they found the Warbari- 
ang dancing ¢ dainking of their Coauin, ag 
hauitig that pay killed one of thetr enemies, 
fo2 the which caufe they heldetheteat, the 
pecces of bis bodieas then lping bppon the 
Boucan,. hotwe this fearefull tpectacle pleas 
fed him pou may twel indge which notwith- 
ftanding toas nothing atall, confidering 
what followed, foz beeing come into. the 
boule, and according to their manner fette 
bppon abanging bedde, the women as 
their cuftomeis,wwreping, and the gad man 
ofthe boufe friendly entertaining bun, bis 
interpaeter being bled therunto, ¢ tubolli 
accuftomed fo their Dzinke , without peas 
king bnto Lerius,o2 once binding bin wels 
come, left hist,and went to Dance and dzink 
among the Indians, and hee being wearte, 
and haning eaten certaine baead and offer 
meate that had beene fet befoze him, latae 
himfelfe dotwneto refit, pet by reafon of the 
nople iwbich the Warbarians with dauns 
ring and Demking made about him, be was:

MWarbarians, hee not ondeettanding what 
they fatd,and becaule be could not hake og 
bis feare, be deftred bis interp2eter that hee

With that they all beganne fo laugh, which 
made bin catl eff allfeare ; after that, he 
and bis interpreter went into another bil 
lage,tufere as the manner is, entering into 
a Mau ffacats houte (twbich in cuery billage 
thep mutk do; and go to no place elfeifthep 
Wil haue their love and fano2)he fate dotun 
byon a hanging cotten bed; and fora littte

rotted fleiy of cerfaine beatkes, birds; and 
filbes, and fuch like meat, which ts baonahe 
inearthen dithes, and becaule thep baue 
neither Lables nor Stoles; they tette if 
on tie grounde, and d2inke, and if fhep 
haucany Caoun in the boute, thep giuc if 
bum. Jn the end when the women bane 
lweptitifficiently; bidding the quel ipels 
tome, thep come ontobim 5 biUdING cere 
taine fruttes, afsing,o2coucrtly Defiring of 
bim in refpedt thereof, either lwking glaG 
fes, Combes, 02 glatle beades , which 
they weare about theirarmes, andif he 
meaneth to Ray all night; the Mauflacac 
commaundeth the women to hanahim by 
acleanc bedde, about the which be cauleth 
finall fires to be made,tohich oftentimes by 
night hee canfeth tobe blowed with a cer: 
fatne paire ofbellowves,(by them called Ta- 
tapecoua) twbich are made of tworounde 
beddes, not much onlike the fannes where 
Wwiththe Gentlewomen in our countric 
Dokepe themfclues from the beate of the 
fire, which fiers are not made becanfe of 
the colonctic of the rountrep; but to doine 
alway the mopiinefic ofthe night; as alfo 
becatile it is a cuffome with them fo fo 
Do: and fecitig tue are Nowe Inhand with 
fire, ¥ thinke it not bneonuenicnt fo fay 
fomething thereof, thep call the fire Ta. 
ta, and the Smoke Tatatin, and when 
thep trauaile either tothe twars,to hunting 
o2 fo fiithing , thep alwwapes haue fire 
With them, beraufe ofthe Ayenan 62 Dis 
uell, twho continually fozmenteth them, 
theretwith to o2tue bim away , iobich 
they kindle not with Flint tone and a 
peceof Stele as we vie fo 000, butrabbe 
flum pices of tumdde one againtt the o7 
ther, one piece being foft, the other barde, 
inhich is done in this maner: they take x 
peeceofharac tum of a finte loug,, tobicy 
thep make tharpe at oneende almoft like a 
itcke, which popnte they thoutt it into the 
foft wad, and turne it fo often With thep2 
Yandes, as ifthey Would bose the pece of 
Wood theretwith, and by that meanes tt not 
onely fmoketh but taketh fire, which done,

pin, and becaule in thofe countries there 
are no kindes of beaftes focarrte mem 02 
their wares, they are forced fo tranell on 
fote,ifthep be wearie, and thatthe snot 
ans let them haue fome of ther maids;they 
prefentiy (as being berie {willing and ready 
to ferue)take bp theburthen, € offen times 
carrie the man bimlelfe, andit be fpeaketh 
pnito them to ret themfelnes, thep anfinere 
Hint faping, thinke pou bs to be as toeake 
and faint ag married women, that we huld 
faint brber our burthen? rather you then 
fhuld think fo,tve would carrie pou a whole 
day long: they are liketuife touching natue 
ral loue, better giuen ¢ affected then wer, for 
that datiy they giue each ether fielh,fifh,and 
fruits, ¢ttgraneth them that their neigh» 
bour toulve net haue as much as they; 
twhich liberalitie alfo they bie to ftrangers, 
iwhich in this one erample by Lerius hime 
felfe trivd and ef dotwne, may fufficiently be 
p2oued, twbich ts, thatas Lerius fwith fives 
other Freuchmen, trauailed though the 
Woods, and wasindanger ofbislitebpa 
fearefull aft, as alfo that buadutfedly hee 
andbig companions bad palled hard by the 
borders of fhe Margaiaters, enemies to 
their friends the T euoupinambaulticrs, (by 
whamif they had beenetaken, they had bit 
caten,ana twhich ig moze, fticking their bo- 
dies bpon tho2nes, would hauc made thei 
pineinthatmanner , foz the fpace of ttwoo 
paves without meate o2dgtnke) at the lat 
thep came into a billage called Pauo, tubere 
by the Barbarians they tuere mofk friendly 
foclcommed, who bnderftanding the great 
Dauger they had efcaped,not only from the 
beatt,but allo of the Margaiaters,that ble to 
fick their bodies bpon thoanes , as 3 falve 
befo2e, did Wwith fuch pittic and compaflion 
bewailethep2 hallard,that it might aflureds 
ty befapae , that thofe fimpledarbarians 
did net counterfeit, but rather withen them 
all god :and firlk with faire tater (acco2s 
Ding to their maner)thep wathed their fet, 
each of them fitting by himfelfein acleane 
bedd: thatdone, thegodmanof the boute 
that had madeready their meate, let fret 
meale(eating like our twbite bead crums) 
b2oyled fleth,fith,and foules, twith all foots 
of their bet fruits making then gwd chere, 
and tuben night came,he canted all the chil: 
pzen fo be conuayen gut ofthe roume where 
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Hoty the Wilde men enteriaine theit Gueits, 


they fept, that they mightnot be vifeatea, 
anb in the mooning betimes hee came Dnto 
them, faying in thep2fpeech, Agite autou- 
raflap, thafis, my good friendes haue pou 
refted tuel this niabf,and thep anfivered, ¥ 
very well; lie ftillas pet (fayth bee) fo2¥ 
know that pefferdap pou had a weary tours 
nep, Soconclude, ifcannot be exprefler 
Wwith wwbat friendlinefle they tvere enters 
tained by the iBarbartans , toberein pou 
may perceiue that although the tvilde men 
are cruelland revengatiue againg their ee 
nemies, vet they are no lefle loning to thetr 
friendes and fauourers. 


‘Ofthe healing ofthe Barbarians difeae 
fes,of theyr burialles,with the fore 
row and mourning they make 
ewer them that are dead. 


| #F anp of them bee ficke, hee thetweth 
in ‘what place beeis pained, canfing 
it fo be fearched by fome one that Landeth 
by, o2 elfe by the trauellers about the coun 
trey, tobich are their cufening Pages, that 
is,Pbilitions, and are another fort ofpeos 
ple then the Caribes, tubo dono liketwile afs 
firme that thep can vale men of their pains, 
and lengthen their lines: hole people ave 
much fubiect to feuers and other kindes of 
pileales; but not fo cominon as with bss 
befides this, there raigneth among them a 
certaine incurable difeafe,called Piaus, p04 
ceeding from their lecherie,although many 
of their chilozen are troubled therewith, as 
pong chilozen with bs are ficke of the fmall 
por,it maketh blifters greater thé the topnt 
ofamans thumbe,which runnesueralioe | 
bovie and face, andisnolefle ame tuto | 
them, then the sfrench psrevntots, thep | 
gtue the ficke perfon no meate dnlefie be des 
fire it,although be thula die fo2 bunger,and. 
although theficknelle bee Daungersus, pet 
thofe that are in health (pare not to Dance, 
leape, anddzinke, thereby troubling the 
ficke man, tobercof bee never complaineth 
07 once difliketh, although itbe much arefe 
bnito him: bnt if hee dieth, (pecially being a 
houfkeeper,thep prefentipichange theirfings 
ing into weeping and mourning, with fuch 
anoyle,that all the tubole night they neuer 
ceale,fpeciallp the fuomen,that crie suf,not 
like men, buf like wolues and Docs, ¢ with © 
ammering bores, btter thele o2 tuch like. 
complaints,fayina, Alas the trong man is 
Dead, that bled fo being bs fo many men fs 
eate,ofhers crping,® what a inttie hunter,

Zona keth onder thaee Degrees: and as tous 
ching the miles that in this nifcourte,as ale 
fo in the delcription of Brafiha, and other 
places ¥ have obferued , they are all Spas 
ntfh miles, twhereoffeuentene! make ade- 
gree:from this Zland the coaft runneth werk 
fouthivetf, to the Jland de} Gallo, 02 of the 
Cocke, all this coatt being lowe and fullof 
vallies , from thence there runneth manp 
riuers: this {land is firtall,and in compas 
fcarfea mile, 02 about tho Jtalian miles, 
it hath certapne redde Downes, Dhe fare 
coat from the firme land thither lycth tna 
degrees from the Equtriodiall: front thence 
the coatt fourneth fouthweitivard till pou 
patfe the point called Manglares jnbigh are 
trees fo called, and in our € ard Manglalos, 
fwhich 
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tobich lieth fearte onder tivo Dedtes? and 
from the Filan to the popnt tohtch is fire 
Spantih miles, little moze 02 lefle,o2 foure 
and fiventy Jtaltan miles : the coatt ts lote 
and ful of ballies,and thereabouts runneth 
certaine riuers into the fea,tobich miwvards 
to theland are inhabited : fromthence the 
coat runneth fouthwel to the frand called 
S.lacob, 92S. Lago, and niaketh a greate 
Crecke, there therets anopen hauen o2 
roads named by the Sardinians ; and from 
thence runneth the great riner of &, lacob, 
where the goucrnement of Pizarro began: 
aud this frand ts 9, miles + from the point 
of Manglares,and tt happeneth many times 
that the thips bane there at the beake head 
fourefco2e fadomes Wwafer,and at the ferne 
they touch the ground ; and alfo itis often 
found, that fometimes they faple in tino fae 
Homes water,and prefently they find nines

camte thofe people: after the which dicorie, 
minding te make a paflage oner the riuer,

countries, fo fith, as allo fo fatle int, are like 
bzifts made ofth2e, fine, feuen,nine, and e- 
leven light quarters, 02 rafters of ved lain 
o2bound together, as men binde mattes, 
and let thent d2iue bppon the water, and 
their manner is to binde thelongett in the

fifth, and the Dunters abart o2 the Fmage 
offome wilde beat, by the Cape Paflao, 
infome churches bpon enery piller thereof, 


Were placed the bodies of men tvomen and 


chilozen crucified, that wwerefo fuell kept 
and d2ied, that by no meanes they could ro€ 
02 cattfoozth any bnfivecte fauour : there 
Wwere liketvife the beads of Jndians fet bp- 
onnatles, which with fome certaine fubs 
ffaunce they had fo clofed and knitte toges 
ther, that they Were no bigger in compatle 
than amans ft : thetrboules are made of 
great thicke reedes , tubich groiwe in that 
countrep : but fo2 fruite they baue bery tits 
fle. 

Wroceding further fo the delcription of

and tuodde fo burne: and from the popnt 
faint Laurence, fo Cape faint Elena, are 
full nine miles, and lieth bnder fivo0 des 
grees , and from the point towardes the 
no2th it maketh a hooke of land, which ts 
aberp qoovPauen : about abowe hote 
from thence, there fandeth a fountayne, 
twhich by cerfaine beines runneth into the 
fea, from whence there tflucth a certapne 
Bitumen, altogether like pitch, and by the 
Spaniardes tg bled about thetr hippes in 
fede offarre, and the Peruuians fay, that 
about that point in times patt , there dwelt 
great men like Giants , but they krieww not 
from fobence thep came, and fedde bppon 
fuch meate asthetr neighbours blea, {pox 
cially fit}. 
Thole Giauntes fithed liketurle bppon 
deifts, and manyetimes came on fote to 
land though thetwater tobere thep had at 
the leat tivo fadome deepe and fometobat.

Veio, they found therein tive Jmages of 


thofe Otantes, aman and alwoman, and

likethe Suune, that fought againtt them 
{with fiery flames , in fuch matner, that 
where the flames touched, they fare and 


rent the ftoncs, therents and holes wheres 


ofare at this dap fo be fane, and by that 
meanes the Gtauntesranneinto certapie 
holes fo bide themfelues, where thep tucre 
alldeftroped. 

his tale was not areaflp beleued by 


the Spaniardes, putill one lohn de Helmos 


boone in Troxillo, @®ouernour of Porto 
Veio, inthe peare ofour ode Dod euers 
latting, one thoufand flue bund2cd fourtie 
and thre caufed cerfapne places fo bee dige 
ged bppe, tubere they found fo great bares 
andribbes, fthatit wag incredible fo bee 


mens bones, but that they foundthebeads 


lping by them, theteth thereofbeing thae 
fingers bzoad, and foure fingers long, and 
fiue quarters {quare, which were fent inte 
diuers places of Pera, and from that time 
the Peruuians tale thereof twas beleued fo 
betrue. he Spaniards opinions are,that 
becaufe the Orantes were giuen fo finne as 
gaint the laives of nature, thatthe moft 
righteous Godbhad deftroped thent by bis 
Anael with fire from heauen, as he did the 
Citties of Sodome ant Gomorrha : Betis 
this not certainelp fo be credited, becaute 
the Americans haue no biffories , bakes, 
no2 other fu2ttings fo reco2dthefame, ones 
ip the memozies and rebearfalles ofmenne 
from time fo fime, and by fome tokens 
and memoztalles there madeof all foztes of 
painted cotten ropes, which they call Quip- 
pos, fignifping by the number of knofies, 
made of diners fatytons , that which thep 
would remember, beginning from the bat: 
tome, and fo felling bpivardes , front one 
to fenne, and fo forth, painting the ropes 
ofthe fame colour that the things were of, 
which they twoulde thereby fignifie o2 bane 
in memozie, tobereof the Spaniardes by 
fheir Warbartan cruclfie and negligence 
haue {poyled great numbers, tn every p07 
hince: there were menne appopnted fo2 the 
purpofe, in that manner to regtifer uch 
things as had happened, as pou may reabe

on ofthe coat; from the point of faint Ele- 
na you fatle to the river of Tumbez, which 
lieth almoft ninetene miles off, and front 
thence about foure mileslieththe 3Zande 
Puna otbertwife called the ¥and of Saint 
Jacob, which is moze than feuen intles and 
one balfin compafle;very rich ,and tnbabts 
ted iwith fo many people, that they warred 
continually {with fhe men of Tumbez, and 
the peopleofthe firme land: betwuenethem 


_§auing bad many battells in open field, but 


by continuaunce of fume, and potver of the 
Spaniardes, they were in the ende Wwholelp 
Mubdued, Whis HAandis very fruttful and 
ful of al {o2ts of trees, abounding both with 
{wilde beaftes and fifth: allo of freth water: 


fo2 their apparel they bled fhirts and other 


clothes ; they fith with detfts of linht wan, 
bound bpon two other peeces of wadde, as 
their neighbo2s do,ofthe tuhich dzifts fome 
oftbem are fo great , that atthe leatt fiftie 
men and thee holes might ft bpon them, 
Sobich thep bfed both with failes and nares, 
wherein they are verp expert. ¥t chaunced 
ona time, that the Peruuian$ bare certaine 
Spaniardes bpon one of thofe detftes , and 
fhat thep bntied the cores that bound the 
wood thereof together, tofereby the Spani- 
ardes Wwere alldzotwned, andthe Indians 
faued themfelues bpon the peeces of twood, 
and many without them fivamme fo land, 
as being very erpert therein. Wbhetr tueas 
pons are flings, botwes, cdubbes, and billes 
of filuer and copper, alfo launces and pikes 
jwith beades ofbalegoloe: both the menne 
and {ome fucare many telwels,their d2in- 
King cuppes and vellelles being of gold and 
filuer : the Lodeof the Zand was much 
Honoured by his {ubtedts,and twas fo iclous 
that be cut offboth the nofes and poinp méz 
bers of bis feruaunts that attended on bis 


Avlues. Jn this Jland Pszarius and the 


Spaniards were bery friendly entertained, 
Wut the Coucrnonr perceiuing their great 
auarice and couetous Ddefire in feeking fo2 
gold, as allo thetrlecheryp with the women, 
fell bpon them, with great numbers sf Zn: 
Dians: but i theend , not being able to rez 
fiff the Spaniardes,he was fo2ced fo flte and 
keepe bimiclfe in the wmddes : tobich bic: 
to2p twas after by Pizarius mot cruelly bs

Soing theeugh (harp and reugh hates, thep 
furp2rfep the Peruusans by night 5 as they 
lay fleeping, and fo ouercame them, and af, 
fer the ouerth2eip entred thie folpn of Tum 
bez, twbich they robbed, and fpoiled the rich 
church,taking atnay the fame: and in that 
fotone hee twas informed of the great riches 
in Peru, Houching the ZAard Puna, itis 
a commen opinion, both of the Indiang 
€ Spaniards, thatin time patt,fhere was 
much golde and filuer hidden within thep2 
Lemple, Alto the inyabitants at this pres 
fent lining do affirme,that their fozctathers 
Wwere bery religious, and much anviced to 
{othfayings , and other abufes, very coue- 
fous, and aboue all other things, thep pica 
the accurfed fin of Sodome.lping with thett 
clon fifters,¢ committing many other grees 
hous finnes, Into this {land fied brother 
Vincentius de Valle viridi (a friar that 
Wwas the chicfe caule of the warres again 
the Peruuians, and after that firtt Withop 
of Peru ) with tive and fortie SDpantardes, 
fieking fo fhunne the twath of Didaci Al- 
magris and hauing hidden himlelfe in the 
might time,the Flanders with cdubbes flew 
botiy bint and is companye , there be 
recetucd a bery inft rewarde fo2 bis good 
tuo2kes;

country toe bie to cut the rote in Gnall pes 
£e8, and feethe it, canfing the ficke perfon to 
duinke tt certain dayes:by this JAand there 
lteth another(but fomtwbat further into the 
fea) called S.Clara,not that it is at this paes 
fent, neither was in time paft inhabiten, 
as hauing neither woonde no} frefh water, 
but onely becaufe the p2edecefla2s of the qe 
landers of Puna bfen therein fo burp thetr 
fozefathers,¢ there offored their facrifices: 
p place wherin they burke their dead, was 
bery bigh, with tohome thep buries arcate 
treafures of goloc,fluer,¢ other iewels, as 
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offered and layde op for the bfe and beboofe 
oftheir Gods, which at the enterance ofthe 
Spaniards they cauledto bee bioden , no 
man knowing twhereitisbecome. bis 
river of Tumbezis greatly inhabited, and 
in time pat yas much moze populous t by 
it there lode abveric ftrong and beautifull 
Cattle,built by the Jugas o2 kings of Caf- 
co.lwbo ruled ouer all the couritrep of Pe- 
ru,and therein kept a greattreafo2, tobere 
there tvasa temple ofthefunne, and aco- 
uentof Mamaconas,twbich is as much fofap 
as cheefe og pincipall women and matdes, 
that were confecrated and appoynted fo2 
theleruiceoftbe Demple, twbtchliucd al+ 
moft after the manner and cuftome of the 
Uattale birgins in Rome,and were therein 
iiatntained : but becaufe fhele women with 
their feruices and Wwo2ks are fpoken of bere: 
after, 4 twill fo2 this pefent leaue them. 
ZLouching the building of this caffle,it was 
Long fice Dettroped, yet not fo wholly, but 
that menimay pet percetue the greatnes and 
magiificence thereof.he mouth of the Rv 
ver Tumbez lypeth bnder foure degrees on 
the fouth fide in the firme land, Right ouer 
agai Puna there are people that haue flue 
o2 fire ofthetr fozeteth tn the bpper gumme 
pulled forth fome fay they do tfof patde,and 
think itabeantic, others fay that they bap 
their teeth pulled out asa puntthment fo2 
certaine iniurie they badbde tn times palk 
Dootic and committed againt the kings o2 
GuganofPcru, anvothers fay they ofter 
the onto their Jools. From theriuer Tum- 
bez the coatt runneth fouthivelt, to Cabo 
Blanco, o2the white Cape, being diftant 
full 1 1.miles, and lpeth birder thee pegres 
and + from iwbence if runneth tue , tothe 
Aland de Lobos,o2 of Golues : betinene 
Cabo Blanco and the Afle de Lobos, lyeth a 
poynt called Deparina, and in our Carde 
Pariana,Wwhich reacheth almoft as farre into 
the fea,ag Cabo Blanco ; from this pointe 
the coatt reacheth aqaine feuthinetf, til you 
come fo Paita, befiveene Cabo Blanco and 
Paica, lpeth the towne of S.Michael, which 
toas the firft toton that the Spaniards built 
within Peru,called Noua Caftilla,and was 
begun by Pizarius, in the peare ofour iLo20 
1531, woberetn alle was the fir Chatitian 
Church, although at this time offmall ims 
po2tance,and fo F tutlleaue to (peake there- 
of, ) 

Zhe whole coat from Tumbezis without 
bhils 02 dales,and tobere there are any dales 
they are bare, only fullof fand and ftones, 
aid but fewe riners ifue from the coatt:the

zCemple that fometimes ffod therein, {02 
riches exceeding al others in that countrey, 
being placéd opon alitie bil made of fquare 
{ones and earth: in the which temple were 
gitany painted Da02¢s ¢ wals, wit) forme 
of wiloebeatts : in the muddle therot where 
the ivoll tad, iwere thep refts, that fhetocd 
themfclues to be verte bolie,and when thep 
offered facrifice fo2 all the people, they turs 
ied their faces fowardes the gates of the 
temple, and their backs to the Smage, cas 
fling dotune theirepes, and ful of fearefull 
penronttrations, made great famping (as 
fome of the old Jndians fay )like the maner 
ofthe (acrificatozs of the Zooll Apollo, 
tohen the people fated to beare the paophes 
fies.

Awana the foluns that lie inthe pills of 
Peru, and at this time inhabited by the 
Spaniards, Quito ts one of the chief, it 
ipcth inthe tallep Annaquito, about fiue 
miles beponde the fouth five of the Cut: 
nodial line,tn time patt tt was a very faire, 
rich, and pleafant towne; {pecially in the 
yeares ofourode 1544. and 15455 then 
it forthe, becaufe the gold mines (twbhich 
cucrie man regardcth) were firfk found out, 
butby the warres that Pizarro made, it is 
alinof veftropen, the carth thereabouts fees 
mety tobe bufruttiul,pet itis found contra, 
ry, fo in itare many catell, as alfo al other 
pronifion of coane, frutf, and foule: the fitus 
ation ofthe countric is berp Holefome and 
pleafant, rof much tnilike Spaine both fo2 
Hearbes, and feafons of the peere,fo2 that 
lunumer begtuneth there in the moneths of 
Sparch and Apaill, and continucth til palte 
soucmber, e although there ts much cola, 
pet they ane no lefle fede then tt Spaine: 
there is ltkewwife much (pantth frutte, thole 
people are comonly friendlper, and ciutler 
then thole of Pafto,and of ameane fature,, 
and goapparrellen at this time like otber 
The 2-booke. . 
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Pesuuians. About Quito there bfed to be 
areat numbers offhecpe, p ivere not much 
triike camelles, but not fo great, onlpin 
fo2me, fit both fo carry men and other burz 
dengs,but not aboue three 02 foure miles a 
Day, and being iwearte they lie Dotvne, fo 
that thep can hardly be fozced to rife again:

and hele the ceremonies of their ay ieee 
t028, oncly that thep tere foxcen to pap 
dno and honour the fun,as the high Goo, 
by fhem calles Mocia. Dhere were liketwite 
int this Cittte many great buildings tn- 
Der the earth wherein there welt certain 
conturers,foutbfapers,and fuch as fold fo2- 
tunes;, who as pet are not all rated out 
and i thote holes there is dailp found sreat 
quantifies of treafo2. About the Citie arc 
maiiy temperate vallpes , wherein there 
groweth certatie tres and £02i1, although 
ut tuitgs pal euerte thing was bought 
thither ti great aboundance, Cipen the re 
wer fhatrunneth theough the towne thep 
Haue thetr corne milles : nowe thep haue 
liseiife niany Spanity capons and jens, 
as god as any arcin Spaine; as alfo kine, 
goatesy and other cattell: ¢ although there 
are but fewe trees, yet there grelweth much 
peafe,beancg tares, fitches, and fuch like, 
becaufe therth Was the mot rich and fumps 
tuous temple of the funne ana bigh pote. 
FJ think té not brconuentent to fpeak fomes 
thing ofthetrlichigton, and of the Pettis 
Hee ofthe kings of Pervsano then in befe 
manner to ga on With our courte, of hems 
lig the folones ping on billes,til pou coms 
to Arequipa, as allo the coat reaching te 
the tratghts of the Mazellanes. 


The Religion ofthe Peruuians. 


Duching thetr Religion, they acknotws 
ledge,and after their manner Wwo2Mhips 
ped acreato2 of heauen and carth,tohome 
they caled Pachacaima, {which figuifieth cres 
ato2,¢ a fon of the Sun ¢gpane , like that 
in the ballie of Pachacama,Sobere they had 
made acreat temple, pet thepaccountca 
andbeldthe Sun fo2 the greatelt Gon, as 
acreato2 ofall lining creatures, lwhich in 
Cufcan (pecch they caled Ticebiracoce,and 
although they bad this knowledge and brs 
Derftanding, pet they vfeo their olde cuz 
ftomes,not onely fo pray bnfo the Suane 
and Mone, but allo to tres , Tones, 
and'other things, the diuell though them 
giving them anfiveres , and becaule thep 
had no cerfaine knotuledge out of any Ww2ts 
tings 02 bookes ofthe (criptures , 02 of the 
creation of the wo2lde, neither petofthe 
floud, therefoze they obfcrue that tobich 
their forefathers told ss aa was that 
Bez 0 0¢«CG 
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a notable and twoathy man (which they call 
Con) in times paff came out of theno2th, 
into thetr countries, with moft (wift pale, 
that had no bones no2 iopnts in bis body, 
nepther was itknit fogetber by any kinde 
offubttance, that in one dap could theotwe 
Dowie,o? ratfe hilles, and fill Deep ballies, 
and paffe thoough a place where no apes 
102 meanes to pafle was found, andthat 
this man bad made their predeceffors, gl 
uing them bearbs and twilde fruits to line 
bpon, and that be being offended inith the 
Peruuians inhabiting the plattte. countrep, 
conuerted their fruitfull land into fandte 
grounds, and caufen ratne not fo fall theres 
In, petbeing moued with pittic, becaufe 
ofthe beats, and fo water the date ficldes 
bee opencd dtuers fountaines and rivers, 
tuberchy the people might motiten thep2 
groundes, SLhis Con being fenneof the 
Sunne and Wane, in.times pak they ho- 
noured fo2 the bighell Ood, ontill an other 
came out of the fouth called Pachacama, 
(which fignifieth Creato2) fobo allo was 
ingendered bp the Sunne and Pone,and 
of greater power than Con,at tubole comy 

ming Con departed afvap : andthig Pa- 
chacama conuerted the people mane bp 
Coninto Sea coltes, Weares, Lions, Pas 
rats , anvotherbirdes., and made other 
nien that were fhe peeneceffars of the Pe- 
ruuians now lining , and taught them the 
ananner of planting andfilling the earth, 
twhome they after that effemed for their 
©od , building Churches for hun, and 

2aying bnto him,and called a tobhole 202 
uince after hig name Pachacama, lping 
foure miles from Lyma, ag already is des 
clared, tobere tn times pat the kings and 
noblemen of the land tuere commonly buz 
ried; {which theyp2 gov Pachacama was 
lona time fwo2thipped by them,til the com 
ming of the Spantaroes info Peru, and 
after thathe was nener fene, Againe, itis 
tobethouabt itivasa Diueil, who bled 
that manner of fubtiltie, thereby to deceiue 
and blinde the people, twho in. thole times 
appeared in fozme ofaman, asit is cute 
dent, that before the Spantards arriuall, 
he theiwn himnfelfe in that great coftly temz 
ple, in forme of a man, and anfivered the. 
Wrielts, which anfluere the Paieltes vez 
ituered bnto the poople, Whey do general: 
lp beleue-andfell, that once there was a 
great floud, tobereby all the wozlde was 
DoluNeDd, onelp afew perfons, that hivde 
themfelucs in certapne bigh bolloy tres, 
and hauing proutded bicualles, topping 
theboles , by that meanes faued them 
felues from the common milery of al mary 
The2,Booke. 
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kind:and-that when thefe men thought: the 
raine and twaters to be gone , they fertoné 
tivo Dogaes, tubo returning all wet backe 
againe,thep acted the water not fo be coms 
fumed, and fo thought if not time fe-gog © 
forth . After that they fent the fvo bogacs 
fo2th againe, and percetuingthentto come — 
home all dirtie, they then- knew the water 
to be gone, and came foorth, tohere they 
found creat numbers of fnakes, tubich the. 
flime earth had boed , fubercby they bande 
two2ke enough to sill and. Ddeftrop then. 
Whey liketwile fap that the too2ld thalbe pe 
{troped, but not before there thal firkt come 
a great dought,.and in manner a burning: 
ofthe apac, twbereby the funne and mone 
{hal be darkened and taken alway, wheres 
foze tuben there happeneth anp Celiples 02 
darkencelles of the funne 02 mone, but {pes 
cially ofthe funne, then thep fing fo2roins 
fullfongs, and make great mournings,

Among 
his childzen the eldet was called Guafcar 
Inga, bis mother bring called Rava Oclo, 
and as J faid before this kiig Guainacapa 
ninch increafed in bis kingdome, and ouerz 
ramemany people, among the which hee 
heldefogad goucrnment and o2der, as if 
feemed in manner bupoliitle, fpectally as 
mong uch rnde.¢ imple people, that were 
wholy without learning, wherein avpeered 
amolt manifett erample of great fibtertion 
andloue in bis (ubtects towards their natuz 
rallaLo2d¢87 and herebpon fo bis great hos 
nour, they made the tivo notabicand roflp 
bie-wates (fo much eftamedin alcofitries) 
and may twell be. accounted fo2 one of the 
feauen wonders offhe world , for tohew 
Guainacapa was gon front Cutco with bis 
armieto make warre againt the p2cuince 
of Quito, diftant from thence at the leat 
soo niles, he was fo2ced to paffe, ouer hiah 
bills, thereby beth he and his. people inz 
Bured greattrouble and miferte, becaule 
cs the 
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the way Was full of hard and rough fonts, 
before his refurne againe being victo2tous, 
bis fubtecs (in toben of great toy,as alt fo2 
bis further cafe and comoditie, becaufe hee 
aid his fouldiers had mded fo hard and las 
bourforne a iournie) cut dolwne and diggedD 
bp all the billie wales and ffonte cliffes, 
making the wayecuen and plaine, fo that 
in (once places there were ballyes of twens 
tico2thirtiemens height, that were filled 
bp and made cuen with the billes, which 
fay they made in that mancr for p length 
of fine hundzed miles, fo plaine and eucn 
that any cart o2 wagon might franell thers 
on, tubich way, after the Spaniards artual 
in the contric was in divers places fpotlcd 
anid Deilroted,to lef the Indians from traue: 
ling that tuay, and thinking this not fuffis 
cient, iwhen the fatde Guainacapa tent fo 
vifit his country of Quito, and take his 
Wate though the platn country, thep like: 
Wife made him another way, fo fil all the 
ballits aid mmatith places cil, and fo 
make them euen, which way they nade ar 
bout fortie fate beoadon both foes iwith 
hich tvalles, andiit the fanBy twats thep 
{et aveat troughes with ropes tied bnfo the, 
becaufe men ould not lofe themfelues tn 
the tuaye,; tuhich itretched likewife 500, 
miles, the twalles as petinfomeplaces are 
to be feene, but by teanes of their warres

tay and burnt,and befides all this, be hint 
felfe canted many temples ofthe funne and 
other Zdeles, and dDiuers ambos which 
are houfes of munition and ofpleature (fo2 
the benefit and commodity of bis {ucceffors 
tuitune of uarre) fo be made and builped 
as twel onthe bils, as in the plait countries 
both on the riucr fdes,as tt cucryp way, the 
rivers whercof are at this Sap in many plaz 
ces fo be fence, whereby map be coniecured 
the greatnes and riches ofthofe kings, and 
tic great tare they had fo2 the defence, and 
fafette aftheir countries, fo2 that heercbp 
tuben they frauailed thzough the countrie, 
nofonly they and ali their companic might 
lodge in Hole boutes, but the heufes toere 
Mill fFurnifhed and prorwided (bp the people 
inhabiting about them) not only with vic: 
fuals fufficient fo2 a tobole armic, but alfo 
with apparel and al kinde of weapons that 
were bled in the wuarrs, therewith pacfent: 
ty fo apparell thetr fouldiers; andte make 
them ready for the twarres, as bolwes, ars 
roves, pikes, balberds, clubbes, bils, ¢c. 
fo2.20000, 02 30000 men prelently to bee 
ratled, tuberof there twas no want, . anv 
thofe houfestwere forme 80210, and fome 
fwentie miles at the furthell one from the 
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pfyernener further oitat then a vaps tote: 
ney. As tonching the nmnaments of the 
kings of Peru, which they in fied of crows 
res and peiticely {epters vied to Weare there 
by fo tyeiv their poluer and mateftie, they 
ware certatne taficls of rez weole bound a- 
bout thetr beads, hanginadowne bppor 
thetr thoulders, almott coucring their rics, 
lwhereat there hung otherthreds, which 
they died luben they would haue any thing 
Hote o2crecuted, qiuing that thatd bute one 
ofthe Lobes that atisnded on then; and 
by that commandement gonerncd the p2oe 
uttiees, andby thattoken thep commaune 
Bedal twhatfocner they would acfire, which 
by their fublects was luith fo great diltiice 
and dufital obedience fulfilled, that the ike 
twas never knolwen in any place thaovahs 
out theiwo2ld: andif hee chanced to coms 
mand that atobole prownce Huld be clean 
Deftroped, and biferlp lett defolate both of 
men andall liuing creatures whatiocuer; 
both pong ¢ old, ithe tent but one of his fers 
nants to crecute the fame,altbough be tent 
noother potver 02 aide of mic, noz other 
rommiffion then one of the thebds ef bis 
Quifpell, if teas fuffictent, and thep til» 
linglp peelded fhemfelues toatl dangers of 
death o2 Deltrucion tohatfocuer: Whele 
kings twerebo2ne in chariots o2 feats made © 
of beaten goldc, bozne on the fhoulvers of 
1000, Lozdes and councclours at times 
thereunto appointed, wherofif any of them 
bnaduifedly ambled & Laggered, be wad 
prefently putto beath, and no man fpake 
onto fhe king af any time,but they beought 
dim certaine prefents, andif they tent fo 
fpeake with bim ten timesin adate; fo at 
tenmutt they poelet him with netw gifts, if 
twas likewife accounted fo2 a creat fault;te 
loke p king in the face. eing in the wars, 
and hauing ouercome anp countric, 02 p04 
uince, thep obferucdthe ancient cufom of 
Rome. twbich was,to take the people with 
them that thep might not rife bp sarcbell 
again them, pet with creat diffrence from 
the Romaines, fo2 that hauingiven ants 
land 02 prouitee, thep foke many o2 felve 
out of if, accozding fo the number of people 
that iwere therein,¢ ifthefe whom they had 
conquered tnbabitcd in abot countrie,thry 
tere placed tn ancther warme country, €1f 
theirs were cold,thep liketvile ivent intoa 
cold countrie, where thep bad thelands des 
ulded among the,that each man miabtline 
Spon tf. And ifthenaturall countrimen of - 
any prouince 62 place foabtte rebel againt 
the printe, the kings Licuctenants end — 
Cimaunders bled the mittimas(that is the 
range people) te keep them in fabtedion, 
ana

onceto firre o2 tile bp, they kept them it 
fubiectionby the naturail inhabitantsjand 
by this policie they maintained their coun- 
tite in great peace and quictneffe. wWefides 
‘this thep bled another incanes} not to be 
hated ofthetr lubtets; fo2 that they neuer 
‘toke the rule 02 authorttie (ofanp peos 
ple that were fubdued by them) fromthe 
Caciquen 93 eis that were nobly bone, 
ifanyp of fhenrviliked thereof, they punt: 
{hes hints pet caue his office either to bis 
childern 02 fo bis bethen, commaunding 
them to bee obedient tuhen thep went fa 
hunt and take their gleafures, which thep 
fall Chico, they atembien many men to: 
gether, accorbing to the (cituation of the 
countrey 5 font? times foure 92 5000, 
men, whoni hep placed in a ring together, 
that many times compafien af tye leatt tive 
othr miles,and {c inging a certatt fone, 
they followed each other foote by fote,vrtil 
they twere fo teare togither,that they might 
reach ands, and pet nearer fill thep conto 
inbace cach other 5 € the nerer they went 
fogether, the cloterthep made thering, bp 
which meanes al the beatts by them inclo- 
fed, thep killed as thep thought co, with 
foareat anople and criejas femed incredis 
ble,rot nich onlike the maner ofthe uch 
P2itices, tit their general huntings fpecials 
lpofthe @inlucs, onely that thep Hatic hot 
fo manypinen; Noz‘fing not, pet make a 
greatnoyle. be bealts that thep take are 
wily Sheepe,Rheen, Fores, Lions; blacke 
Beares,Catfes,many Wogqes; andother 
beafts,¢ foules,as Durtle ones ,Quatles; 
Spetchten. Parrots Wawkes, ec. he tris 
bites and talages; that the kings recetucd 
of thetr fubtects, were things oftheir otone 
increafe : out of hie countrepes that were 
Bnfrettiull hey brought bim Hoopwik, of 
Crocadiles; by them called Caymans, and 
many other Wwormes: his Guaynacapa 
reneived the fempleofthe funne inthe Ct: 
fic of Cufco, couering the wals and raffes 
fith plates of gole and filuer,and as ¥ faid’ 
before, the protinee and countrep bf Quito 
has Won by him, which countrep pleated 
bun lo well, that fo2 a time bee continned 
| therein, meane time leaning his eloett fon 
— Guafcar, Inga Mango and other ofbis 
| thilozen tn Cufco,fo onerne the rountrop, 
and tit Quito hee married another wife, 
| Daughter fo theIord ofthe fame prouince, 
| and by birbebad Atabalipam,a fon whom 
be greaflp loued sand tuber be frauatled to 
| Cufco, hee lefthinrand others in Quito, 
| petbefoze he dyed, he tuent once againe fo 
 Quito.partly becaufe the country liked bint 
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fo Well; and partly tote his tortie Arabs’. 
pam,and there before he oped, hee o2dainen 
that tye tountrep and tetere of Quito Hula 
rematne to bis fonne A tabalipam.ann bis 
beires fo2 euer, as beeing takett from bis 
forefathers; which bis fenne Guatcar after 
bis fathers death twould hof permitfe; and 
fo2 the fame cante raifed warres againk his 
brother; which in the ende twas the oucr: 
thao and fubiecion oF Peru, wheresf, as 
inthe life of Guatcar, (that after bis fathers 
Death ruled all the countrep vnte Quiro) it 
appeareth, Gualcar figttfieth aco2d 62 ras 
ble, for that atthe time of bigs birth, the 
king caufed a cable of gala to bemade; ag 
Great as two hundzed Indians could carp, 
bee bled likewile aplate of golde iobercon 
hee fate,no2th at the leat 2 5000, 0ntkets 
(whieh after fell into the hands of Francifco 
Pizarro, firf€ gouernsur ofPeru) andall 
bis betel was ofgelae, whereby it appeas 
reth that qnlae was likewife mach eames 
bythem, eS: 

She things int Culco had many goles, 
fintths thoppes, therein to make and worke 
alkinve of veticls, Jewels, andimages of 
men ,beattes, foules; and bearbes of golde, 
al tit Gad proportion : and although they2 
Coloimithes vfcd not any iron tooles; pet 
thepimake mot excellent Wwo2kmnanthippe, 
although fometobat arofer and plainer then 
ours. Whe manner of twosking was ti 
this fort; firk thep toake the filucr 02 golde 
that they wouts melt, and put it in rounde 
o2 long melting veficls, made of cloath, paz 
Ted.about with earth and beaten colours, 
Ihich being dzie,thep fet it in the fireswith 
asimuth golde and filuer therein as thep 
would melt,o2 asit Would hold, and fo with 
fiue'o2 firereedes blowe fo long about if, 
bntiil the mettall melted and became revae 
bof, and the Chimmie being taken off, ithe, 
ing taken out of the melting betel; cacrie 
man had his part,which they Gtting opporr 
theearth, with blacke Kefelinck ftoneg 
(arabe ti fozm like haniners)they fo2acn ¢ 
framed theps tnages of Cons, veflels, anv 
Jetwels of gold, haines, aun foomesof all 
kinde ofbeattes, birdes, and bearbes, with 
allmanner oftbings. 

‘Wut fo returne bts our fornrer matter, 
the Sonnes of Guaynacapacatlen Guat- 
carano Avabalipa, twere the caule of the 
Delrucisn, ruine, aud oucithoide of the 
countrep of Peru by reafon ofthe ware by 
them madeone againt the other,fo2 the coz 
nernment of the country, twbich tras fo crus 
oll, that they once met ¢ fought for the fpace 
Of thre whole vapes foacther and never 
cealed 5 wobereinany people tere faine; 
Ce2 anv 
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and Atabatipa taken in the battel and kept 
poifoner tit the proutnce of Tom ebamba, 
ana there berp Lraightly kept in one of the 
Isings Caftles, pet by fubtiltic,and intreas 
tie made fo certaine women: be bad a cop, 
per infrument bought onto bint, theres 
Wwith hve bake fhe wales of the Cattle of~ 
Tomebamba, and gote out of patfon, at the 
fame time that bis bothers fouldters and 
captaines were making gwd chare, dt 
king their Cicha,twhereunte they are much 
abbisted, and Davnicing fo2 top of fhe bdo, 
rie; and being at libertie, be fed onto Qut- 
to, telling his people , that he twas by bis 
fatyer conuerted tntoafnabe, and fo crept 
out of p2ifors at alittle hole, bis father p2o- 
mifing him vidorte, fo that his men would 
once againe returne with htm to battayle: 
{whereby bis people tuere fo well incouras 
ged, that they Went with him agapne inte 
theficlac, where Fortune fauouring bim, 
_ and being vidorsus , be toke bis bother 
Guatcar peifoner , (fo home not long 
before he padde bane prifoner) and theres 
with obtained allthe Countrep , making 
bimlelfe chiefe ruler thereof, keeping bis 
bother prifoner iwtthiat Cufce. 

About the fame fime Francifcus Pizare 
rus arrived it Peru, being Oyuaer of thole 
{wo mtabtie kings, and by reafon ofthey2 
diffenfion, made him matter of fo great 
andrich countries of gold. ae that defireth 
-alarger defcription hereof, may reade the 
Spannify Witories, that wette of the des 
{cription of thenetw inode. Pizarius bes 
ing inthe Countrey , made Wwarre again® 
Arabalipam, and intpend overcame bim, 
awd for a time kepthim patfoner : and Du- 
ring bistmpaifonment hee agreed with Pre 
zarro fo2 acertatne ranfome, andioberrit 
Wwas ready , hee canfed his beother Guafcar 
to be fent for out of Cufco, and by the 
Wway, before be came at hum, be cauled bit 
tobe flaine, fearing (and not without a 
caufe) that if Guafcar once came before 
the Spaniard, and heuld declare his mi 
fortuic, be ould Without all soubt offera: 
greater ranfome (as he bad done) thenhes 
fhould pap, and by that meanes he (houloz 
remaine in p2tfon,and bis bother at liberz 
fie, hauing havne al the treafure of bis pe: 
deceflours , as alfobis fathers. Wut Ara 
tabalipa hauing baought bis ranfom tobich 
amounted vito 30882 35. gilderns, twas 
not long after,by crueltte of tye Spantards 
{without any canfe, andalfo aga theyp2 
othe and promife, motk (amefully by cers 
taine Dor2e¢ , af the commaundement of 
Pizarus, openly ftrangled in the Warket. 
placetand as fome waite, bis body wasals 
The 2. Booke. 
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ter buried fo athes, his was the mifera- 
ble end ofthe mightieda. Atabalipa, aman 
ofa meane ftature, wile,and high minded, 
Wholly giuentorule. Diucnty dayes bee 
fore bis death there appeared a blazing 
ftarre, which whenbe perceiucd , be pror 

_phecied , that in thoate time after a great 
Woinee of that country thoult dic,not thi 
king itfo be bimfelfe. Guafcar and Ata- 
bahpa being boty dead,the goucrnment fet 
brto Mango Inga thetyird bother, wha 
dying, left his kingdome fo bis fon Xarres 
Topa Inga, that marted a twife calea Coya 
Daughter of anoble man called Cuxr V ars 
cay Guafcaris: and be before be entred into 
fhe qouernement, chaunged bis name fo 
Mango capa Pachuts lupan, toitball maz 
hing buntelfe fubiect brto Philip Kingof 
Spaine, tubich bapned 1557. onthe firt of 
Ranuary being Lwelfeday, Chus much 
touching the kings of Pew.

thep founda thoufandfeuen bunded and — 
70. Bortigas of Spamith pots full of wine, € 
other thinges, which bauing done, thep 
leapt on land, wwberethep toke certaine

foenier hep coulo find, they toke liketuife 
the onaments and other Relickes ont of 
the Church , twhereiwith thep oeparted 
from thence, taking the afozefaid (hippe, 
with fwomenne (that thep found in ber) 
worth them, and fo departed from that 1 a- 
nen, which lpeth onder 32 degrees and, 
rimming along bp the coat till thep came 
bnder one and thirtie and thirty deqres ; 
Which tas the place twbere thep had ap- 
potntedto met, and thereto ap fo2 each 
ether, if bp tempeff 02 foule weather thep 
chaiced to be fepevated, andfoloofe each 
others company. 

Ans conmuning dnder thirty degrees, 
thep founda berpgadBanen , twherein 
fhepentred, andankered at fire favome 
bepe , the Motte of agqreat Perce from 
the Lande , which was right oner a- 
gaint a Kiner, where theptoke tn fire 
Pipes of freth water, and fodefend them 
that fetched the tater , thep fet ttwelue 
men bpon the Wand, and betig bufied in 
filling of thetr water,thep efpted a compa- 
nip of mencomming towards them, whers 
of balfe of thei were Spantards, being 
about tivo hundzed and fifty bosfemé,and 
as inanp feotemen, but thep bat no foner 
elpied them,but thep prefentlp entered ine 
fo the 15cat,and efcaped alway, loafing but 
oe man, ' 

Che lame night they fet fatle agatne 
ivith both their Shippes, running along 
thecoatt about ten miles further, where 
thep toke in fome fret water , but bes 
cauletbepy percetued certaine horfemen, 
thep departed without lading anp moze 
Wwater, ' 

Fro thence thep foloived on (hetr courfe 
along the coat fo2 the {pace of 30. mples, 
Tohere.thep entred into a defert o2 bnbaz 
bited Hauen,pet thep went mot on Wand, 
fo2 enerp dap thep fatue people bpan the 


_ Hore, andthere thepinade out a {mall 


pinnace, the peces tobereof thep boought 
readpe framed out of England, and 
Hauing prepared it, thep launched ft ine 
to the Ud@ater , wherein the Capfaine 
with fifteene men entred, with the chefe 
eoate(man called Lande Greicke,(being 
Water of the hippe which thep had tae 
‘Ren fn the I auen of S.1ago,) wherewith 
thep went to fe if thep could finde the 
tive Sbhippes that thep hav lot€ bp ffo2- 
mp lweatber as 9 fated before, and like- 
lnffe thinking fo gee on Land fo fill cer- 
The3, booke, 
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fatne beflels with fret Water , they 
burl not venture, fo2 thep faine people 
onall fide of the fhoare , fo that in the 
end thep returned agatne without beas 
ting of theother Sbippes, being there, 
thep toke all the Didinaunce out of 
theit Shippe, anv newe beled ane rig2 
ged ber, iwbhich done, thep pnt a {malt 
pece of Drdinaunce into the Pinnace, 
Whereivith thep fet fatleagaine , follows 
ing on thetr courfe. 

Haning fapled thirtene daies, they 
caine to an Shand ving about the tot 
of aWBaletromthe Lanhe, where thep 
ankered , and there thep found foure 
Indian Fithermen in two Canaos , who 
tolde them that on the Firme Bande 
thep might baue fret) water, but thep 
DnderGanding that there was not much, 
and that tt twas fomewhat within the 
dLande, thep would not fpendanp time 
about if, but fet faple agatne , leautng 
the Fitherimen tolth thete Canaos , fol. 
lowitig on their courte along bp the 
foze.' . 

Lhe nert dap being fomewhat fare 
ther, thep efpiedcerfatne Indian Fithers 
men that were bponthe Lande in theie 
boufes , which the Englifh Captaine 
perceaning , poefentlp enteredinta the 
pinnace, and rowed on Land, where hee 
take thoe of the fata Fithermen, taking 
Iwith Him halfe of the 31% that lap pace 
ked bpon the (hoarereadp to bee ladeiz, 
Iwith the tobich Indians and botp , thep 
came ott bmzd agate. 

albe nertodapfolloiving, thep fave 
& Warkeladen with Fity, that belon- 
gedtothe Spaniards, with foare Indi- 
ans fit.it., bis Warke tuith the Indi- 
ans and the Fig, theptoke an? bonnn 
the Spanily Sbippe ta thete Kerne, anv 
fo Deewe it after them, leaning the {ato 
Indians fofthin {€, tobo bp night bns 
bount the arke , and fecretlp mate ae 
Wap With WBarke and Fi} , and were 
nomoelene., Whe nert dap the Caps 

fatne Iwent tnto the Piunace, and bes 
caufe bee faive certaine boufes bppots 
the thoare, bee mabe thither, and bees 
fig on Lande , bee found tive menne 
fn them , twbereaf one bee fobe , leas 
utng the other bebinte , and there bee 
found thee thoufand Wefoes of filuer, 
(euerp Peto being the balue of a Kpall 
of eight, ) and feuen Indian Shepe, 
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wherewith thep teparfed front thence, 
following onthetr courle, and tino dapes 
after thep came bp the bauen called Azijc- 
ka tohere thep found tine hippes,the one 
laden with gods and pant} wares, out 
of the tubich, thep take onlp tivo Handzed 
‘Bottigas (02 Spantth Pots with Wine) 
and out of the other feng and thirty W6ba- 
ras of filuer, which are peces of fenne 92 
tivelue pound each ABhatre, and thinking 
fo leape on tho2e (with two arkes that 
thep found inthe fatd auen, with about 
fenen and thirtp Iarquebuthes ¢ bowes) 

they perceiucd on the land certaine boofe- 

men comming towards them, wherbpoint 

they left off thetr_prefence, and take with 

theta $pm2e that thep found within the.

Whe nert dap in the montng thep 

burnt the hippe, that nas laden with the 
Hpanth wares, andtoke the other with 
thent, palling fozivard with it on their 
courfe , the Captaine fapling along the 
{yore with bis Pinnace, and the Sbhippe 
keeping about a mplefrombimto Sca-z 
ivard, fo (eke for a thippe tobereof thep 
had intelligence, and having in that mane 
nec fatled about flue and fo2tp miples,thep 
found the hippe that lap at anker ina ba- 
Heit, lube about tivo houres before bad 
beene aduertifed of an Cnglith Pirate o2 
Sea-rover,and had difcharged eight hun- 
20d Wharres of filuer out of ber, and htd- 
den tt onthe Land, which filuer belonged 
tothe ising of Spatne,of the which Mlucr 
the Cugliffinen had receiued fome intel 
ligence, but thep durff not goe on land,be- 
caufe there ivere manp Indians and Spa- 
niards that fod fo. quart if,and thep found 
nothing in the Hip Gut thae Pipes of waz 
ter, the Hippe thep toke with them, and 
being about a mile inthe Sea,thep boifes 
bp allger failes Elet her dziue, doing the 
like with the Sbippe that thep hadtaken 
fn Azijcka,as alfo tbe other of Saint Jago, 
iwhich like wile thep let daiue, following 
on thete courte with thett owne hip, and 
the Pinnace. 

Being (eueno2 eight mples from the 
Dauen of Callan de Lyma , thep efpiea 
thee Sbhippes , and beording one of 
them’, they toke thre men out of ber, 
and fo.helde on their courte folvards Cal- 
landeLyma, there thep entred,. being 
about tio 02 thre boures within night, 
fapling in betweene all the thippes that 
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lay there, beting (cuentene tt number, 
and being among the fhips,thep atked fo2 
the hip that had laden the filuer, but whe 
anfwere twas made them, that the filner 
twas laid on land,thep cut the cables of the 
fhips,and the maits of tive of the greatete 
hips, andfoleftthem, At the fame time 
there arrived a Sbippe from Panama 
lader loth wares and Warchaundife of 
Spaigne, that ankered clofe bp the Cn- 
glith Sbip, which was twbile the Englih 
Captaine fought inthe other Shippes for 
the filuer, As fone as the fhippe of Pana- 
ma had ankered, there came a Woat front

with fhep tere abafhed, and mate from 
it, wwbich the hippe of Panama beartng, 
thaf {was newelpcome tin, hee tutged tt 
fobé& a Rouer , and therewith cutting 
ber Cables, the put to Sea, ghia the 
Crglithmien perceiuing, hipped certaine 
men tu their Binnace,and followed her ¢ 
andbeing bard bp ber, thep badvde her 
firike, twbich thep of the thippe refuted 
fo doe . and with a Parquebulh Hotte, 
killed one of the Cngliithmen , wheres 
with thep turned againe into their Gippe 
and prefentip fetfapie , following after 
the Gippe , tobhich notlongafter thep oe 
uerfoke : lobich thep of the Sbippe pers _ 
ceiuing, boiled out thetr Woeate, andleas 
pittg (nto it, rolyed todand, leaning the 
Hippe with allthe gods , fubich the Ene 
gli}men petentlictoke , and totth ber 
fapled on thetr courfe. wing. 
he nert dap they fatve a boat with 
faples making towards them , twheres 
bp thep pretentlie mittrntted it to bee 2 
Sppe, and not long after thep perceas 
Ucd two great hippes comming towards 
them , which made the Englilh thinke 
thep came to fight with then, twberes 
bpon thep let the Sbippe of Panama 
Detue, 


betue, theretn leatiitig Lohn de Greickes 
Gith the two that thep had taken the 
fame dap , they entted into Callande Ly- 
ma,as 4 fafobeforc, and pefently boifea

SLivo dapes after thep came to the 
Wauen called Payca, there thepfound a 
Shippe laden with Spanth wares, 
Mwbich the Pinnace bowed, and toke it 
twfthout any refiftance ; foo ag foone as 
the Spaniards perceaucd the Englith- 
nen, thep peelentlp made to Land with 
their Woat, and tivo of them leapt into 
the Sea, none fkaping inthe hippe, but 
the Mater, Pilote, andfome Doores, 
out of the which hippe the Cuglifynen 
toke the Pilote,and all the 152ead,13cns, 
and a Hogge , and fo fapled forward 
With the Sbhippe : but being about two 
PHarquebulh thotte to Scatward, they let 
f€ gocagaine, net taking anp thing out 
of ft, and afking after the thippe which 
thep fought fo2, thep tolo them that abont 
tivo dates before (hee Departed from that 
place, twhereivith thep followed on their 
courfe, and before night thep met with 
a Shippe of Panama, iwhich thep prez 
fently boz2ded, but toke nothing from ber 
but onelp a Mae, and folcftit, boloing 
onthetr courte, 

She nert dap being the firtt of Fez 
binary, thep met another Sbhippe that 
fapled to Panama, laden with sth and 
other viduals, ¢faytie hacres of filuer, 
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and fome golde’, but ¥ knotve not howe 
much, which thep twke, and fent the pal 
fengers (twith two Friers that were in 
ber)ina boatto Land, Lhe nertoapthep 
batiged aman of the Sbtppc, becanfe hee 
would not confelle two plates of olde 
that bee had taken, which after thep 
found abourbim , wbich bone, theptet 
the Sbippe dziue , following on their 
courte. 

Lhe irik of Darch towards nene,thep 
eipted the Hippe laven with the filuer bees 
ing about foure mples to Seaward from 
them, and becaufe the Englith Sbippe 
was fome what heaup before, wherebp tt 
fapled not as thep would bane it, thep 
foke a companp of Wettigas 02 Spanith 
Pots fo2 Dple,and filling them with wae 
ter, bung them bp ropes at the fterne of 
the Sbippe to make ber laple the better, 
and the thippe that fapled towards Pana- 
ma,made tolvards the Englith Sbippe to 
Enolve what the was,thinking it to bee 
one of the tippes that viet to fatle along 
the coats, and to trafticke in the countrp, 
and being bard bp her, the Englith Caps 
taine badthem frike, but the other refus 
fing to doc it, witha great Pece bee hot 
der maf€ ouer bm2d,and hauing wounded 
the mailer with anarrowe , the thippe 
prefentlp peloed, which thep toke, and 
fapled with ber further into the Sea, alk 
that nfggt and the nerf dap,and night mae 
king allthe wapthep could . Whethira 
dap being out of fight oflandc,thep begar 
to fearch the Hippes,and to lade the gaos 
out of bertnto their Sbippe, which was 
a thoufand thee hundzed Wharres 02 pers 
cesof filuer , and fouretecne chefis \with 
R pals of cight,and with golde, but twhae 
quantity it was J knowwe not, onelp that 
the pallengers (aid that there twas great 
ffove, and that thee hunded Wharres of 
the filucr belonged fo theiiing, the ree 
belonging tocertaine Parchaunts , that 
bone, thepletthe Dbhippe with the men 
faple on thett courfe, putting the three ts 
lotes in ber that thep brought with them, 
fothat as then thep bad none but their 

olune men abm2d , being the firt of 
Barch , and from thence thep helde 
their courte towards the Lande of Ni- 
caraga, 

Whe thirtenth of March. either the dap 
befoze o2 after, in the moaning thepde- 
fcried Lanb, not being berp high, beeing
